From the center column to those on the cor- 
ners huge strips of bunting in red, white, 
and blue were stretched, while 
strings of Chinese lanterns connected 
the outside columns. It was a magnificent 
spectacle. The marchers appreciated it. The 
first aivision formed in open order and al- 
lowed the second to pass through, and then 
with lusty cheers all passed on to their balls. 
. Preparations had there been made for a 
solemn “OCommers,’’ after the cus- 
tom of the old Teutons, of whom 
Tacitus telis that they “always drank one 
glass more,“ according to an oid German col: 
lege song. The Commers or Knipe” 
does not permit of long speeches.

COMMISSIONERS TAKEN TO JACKSON 
PARK AND THE NORTH SHORE. 


A Trip on the Lake by Steamer—Lunch 
Served on the Boat— Return Journey by 
Rall The Afternoon Excursion by Car- 
riage Up the Sheridan Road—Five Vice- 
Presidents Elected by the National 
Body of the World’s Fair Officers—FPres- 
ident Palmer Entertsined, 


The National Commissioners spent most of 
their time yesterday in looking at proposed 


sites. They visited Jackson Park and the 


north shore site. 

It was announced at the opening of the 
meeting of the Commissioners that the 
steamer Ivanhoe would be in waiting at the 
toot of Harrison street at 11 o’clock to take 
the party to Jackson Park, luncheon to be 
served on the boat. The invitation was ex- 
tended by Ald. Kerr for the South Side cit- 
zens and I. J. Gage for the directory. It was 
accepted. 

It was nearly 12 o’clock when the buses 
left the Grand Pacific with che party; it was 
after 12 when the boat left the dock, Ald. 
Kerr, Frank I. Bennett, and Otto Young 
being in charge of the party. The Commis- 
sioners formed little groups on the upper 
deck of the boat from which position they 
admired the view of Chicago from the lake. 
It was a clever thing to take the Commis- 
sioners dowa by boat, for ali enjoyed the trip, 
which brought out the advantages of having 
the Fair on the lake shore. 

But the fun came at luncheon. The place 
where it was served would not hold a quar- 
ter of the crowd. It was decided to notify 
only a few to go down and to send the edi- 
bles on deck for the others. But the few 
who were notified started in such a hurry 
that the suspicions of the others were 
aroused and they came too. 

At Jackson Park. 

Before luncheon was over Jackson Park 
had been reached, and Frank I. Bennett 
made a briet address, giving some of the ad- 
vantages of the park asa site, and inform- 
ing the Commissioners how much land was 
available. | 

the Commissioners were driven through 
the park, and their interest in the place was 
shown by the questions they asked. In fact 
the inquiries indicated that many of the 
Commissioners were in favor of Jackson 
Park. Almost to a man tney seem to want 
the Fair on tne lake snore, 

But one point was raised that may serve as 
a pointer to advocates of various sites. It 
—— expressed by a Commissioner as fol- 
ows: 

** We do not propose to put ourselves in the 
hands of the ruiiroads. If a site is proposed 
where the railroads must be denended on for- 
transportation there must bean agreement 
by which they will charge not to exceed a 
certain rate, and it must be a small one. The 
cost of transportation is as importont as the 
matter of transportation itself.“ 

This seems to be the idea of a number of 
the Com missioners. 

The return trip was made on the Illinois 
Central road. It was intended to show the 
commissioners how quickly Chicago couid 
be reached, but a Michigan Central train got 
in the way of the special and made a delay 
of five minutes. As it was, however, the run 
was made in sixteen minutes. The Michigan 
Central train was nearly five minutes ahead 
of thé special and was overtaken about 
Thirty-ninth street. If there had been a 
clear track the trip would not have taken 
more than ten or eleven minutes. 

We are sutisfled, said one of the Com- 
missioners, that Jackson Park is near 
enough, and it seems to have suflicient terri- 
tory.’ 

Visit to the North Shore. 

In the afternoon a line of carriages carry- 
ing about forty directors and Commissioners 
was drawn over the Lake-Snore drive to the 
north shore site. When the Commissioners 
reached the Grand Pacific Hotel after the 
Jackson Park jaunt they were met by Mr. 
Gage and che other directors, who had been 
waiting for them. The visitors were in bad 
shape after the burning drive from the south 
and some of them threw up their hands in 
protest against the proposition for another 
journey. Others were braver, and in 
all about twenty-five went north, 
led by President Palmer, Secretary 
Dickinson, Mr. Price, Mr. Smith of Delaware, 
Judge Harris, Mr. M. McIntyre of South 
Dakota, ex-Goy. Waller, and Maj. Jones.

IMPRIBORED BENEATH A BURNING SHAFT. 


Saved from Death Aftera Long Fight With 
the Fire. 

Monmovurn, III., June 28.—/Special.]— 
Shortiy after 1 o’clock this afternoon three 
terrific explosions were heard followed by a 
general fire alarm. It was soon learned that 
the shaft and buildings of the 
Monmouth Sewer Pipe Company were 
burning. The fire originated at the bottom 
of a shaft 100 feet deep.

He had discovered it 
before it became known and left on horse- 
back. Two children, daughters of John 
Brassfield, a farmer, died this evening, and 
half a dozen women and as many men are 
in a dangerous condition.

THE GRAND JURY WOULD LIKE HIM 
TO APPEAR BEFORE. THAT BODY. 


Said to Have Left the City--He Is Wanted 
te Reply to s cuales Made by 
Beadie te the Effeet That an Attempt 
Wait Made to Send Him Out of Town— 
The Story Told by Mr. McoKobertse—How 
Longenecker Views the Case. 

Where is Joe Mackin? .. This is a question 
ex-Ald. Hamline, State’s-Attorney Longe 
necker, and the superintendent of a private 
detective agency puzzled themselves over 
yesterday afternoon. Mackin was wanted 
asawitness before the grand jury on the 
charge of having tampered with a grand 
jury witness.

Cottage 
Grove cable car. ‘The sleuths who watched 
him thought he was all right. When an offi- 
cer went to his house yesterday morning to 
summon him before the grand jury he was 


not to be found. Mrs. Mackin said he had 
gone out of town, “ Will he be back this 


evening!“ she was asked. She answered 


„No.“ Did she know when he would be 
back. Wall, no.“ 7 ‘ 

He was seen at the races in the afternoon. 

When Foreman Hotchkiss of the grand 
jury was informed that Mackin could not 
be found the grand jury was adjourned 
till tomorrow. If Mackin is found be- 
fore that time he will be produced 
before the grand jury as a witness and given 
achance to explain certain discrepancies in 
his previous testimony; also about the alle- 
gation that he tampered with one of the 
grand jury’s witnesses. 


Mackin’s friends say he will not be back | 


until Tuesday. The grand jury will adjourn 
Monday. Thereafter much of the danger 
will be over, though there is some talk of 
indicting him. 

Story Told by Beadle. 

Beadle, Mackin’s clerk, was the first wit- 
ness examined before the grand jury last 
Monday. Beadle, whatever may be his ante- 
cedents, has lived an honest life recently and 
is an intelligent-looking young man. He 
testified that the affidavits which are 
the basis of the present investiga- 
ton were made by Mackin and 
were sworn to by Monear and Wallner 
ia his (Beadle’s) ana Mackin’s presence. 
When Mackin went before the grand jury he 
displayed a defective memory. The follow- 
ing day (Wednesday) Mackin sent for 
Beadle. Beadle called at Mackin’s office. 
There he encountered ex-Ald. Monear and 
Mackin. 

Beadle tells of the interview as follows: 
Mouear opened the conversation; said tne 
weather was warm, and that I ought to take 
a vacation. The present was as good a time 
as = I pleadea that 1 could 
not afford a vacation. Monear in- 
timated that that would de looked 
after. Mackin then intervened and suggested 
that I should leave town at once—uptil this 
thing blows over. He gave mea $5 bill, and 
said that as soon as I located out of town 
more money would besent. He told me to 
avoid grip-sacks and down-town depots and 
to get on an outgoing train at some outiying 
depot. I was disposed to act on his advice, 
but firat I resolved to see my friend, Mr. Mc- 
Roberts, who had befriended me. He told 
me not to go, to stand my ground, and that 
he would protect me. e told me to keep 
quiet for a few days. I did. It was given 
out by Mackin and Monear that I had left 
town; that I had ‘skipped.’”’. 

“And there is where Mackin got fooled,” 
said a gentleman who is assisting in the prose- 
cution. ‘** Mackin thought he was safe with 
Beadle out of the way. He went before the 


grand jury again and denied that he ever 


signed those affidavits. Monear, too, is like- 
ly to getinto trouble over the matter. It is 
a serious thing to tamper with a witness be- 
fore the grand jury.’’ 

The house wherein Joe Mackin lives with 
P. Sheedy was dark last night. Mrs. Mackin 
was sick abed, and the nurse answered the 
bell. The nurse said it was not true that 
Mr. Mackin had skipped. “He was here at 5 
o’clock when the Judge sent for him,“ she 
said. She didn’t know any more about it, 
not even the name of the Judge or of the 
messenger who carried his summons. 


Dr. McoKobert’s Allegations. 

Beadle, in company with his friend Mr. 
McRoberts, was at the State’s-Attorney’s of- 
fice yesterday and told the story as given 
above. Ex-Ald. Hamline urged the State’s- 
Attorney to bave a warrant issued for the 
arrest of Monear. The State's- Attorney 
said it was unnecessary, as Monear was 
practically under arrest. 

But it is believed there is a warrant out 
for Mackin’s arrest. 

Beadle’s patron, Mr. McRoberts, 1s likely 
to figure quite conspicuously in this investi- 
gation. e is a wideawake and seemingly 
public-spirited man who is thorough in what- 
ever he undertakes. He is a manufacturer’s 
agent with an office at No. 115 Lake street. 

e has taken an interest in Beadle be- 
cause he believes that the latter has good 
stuff in him and only wants a fair chance 
to make an honest hving and work out an 
honorable career. Mr. McRoberts was dis- 
posed to help along Joe Mackin, too. His 
wife is acquainted with Mrs. Mackin. Through 
their wives McRoberts and Mackin became 
acquainted. The acquaintance ripened into 
intumacy. McRoberts says that ai & their 
intiz:acy he learned from Mackin directly, 
and through Mrs. Mackin and Mrs. McRob- 
erts indirectly, that there was a bitter feud 
between McDonald and Mackin. The lat- 
ter claimed that McDonald had not 
treated him squarely, and that he (Mackin) 
was going to get even. McDonald, he said, 
got $75,000 to put the Lake street L“ road 
through the Council. He spent only $20,000, 
Mackin alleged, and pocketea tne rest. 
Some of the boodle Aldermen were angry. 
Mackin proposed to utilize this anger to get 
even with McDonald, and to make him 
give up some of the stuff.“ McRoberts says 
he tried to dissuade Mackin from this course, 
warning bim that he would get into trouble. 
But Mackin persisted and told him 
he nad obtained affidavits from two ex-Alder-* 
men involving McDonald. McRoberts says 
his wife heard the same story. . 

McRoberts will make the above statement 
to the grand jury. The evidence will be d 
rected against Mackin. Indeed, the efforts 
of the prosecution seem to be entirely di- 
rected against Mackin, Wallner, and 
Monear, and they are more likely to 
be called to account on the charge of 
perjury than boodlery. Indeed, the iatter 
charge has been dropped. | 

The State’s-Attorney does not careto have 
indictments returned unless there is a strong 
case. He will proceed conservatively. Mr. 
Hamline, while pressing for indictments, is 
dubious as to the acter of the evidence, 
even in the case of perjury. What puzzles 
Mr. Longenecker most is whether the contra- 
dictions of Mackin, Waliner, and Monear are 
on questions of a sufficiently vital character 
to justify proceedings fpr perjury. Perhaps 
Beadle’s examination tomorrow, the testi- 
mony of McRoberts, and of the three or four 
other witnesses who claim to have heard 
Monear, Wallner, and Mackin talk about the 
affidavits they had against the boodlers may 
determine that. 

Whatever the conclusion of the grand 
jary there is no doubt as to the public ver- 
dict, and that is that Wallner and Monear 
have told the truth about themselves at 
least, and that the Lake Street “L” ordi- 
nance was by the corrupt use of 
money and corrupt promises to pay 
money.

UNSATISFACTOKY sXPLANATIONS. 


The Suspected Aldermen Do Not Meet the 
Circumstances of the Case. 

No explanation yet offered by Simon Wall- 
ner, Charles A. Monear, or Joseph Chester- 
field Mackin as to how their names came to 
be signed to the affidavits charging the use 
of “boodie” in the passage of the Lake 
Street L“ ordinance meets the circum- 
stances of the case in any way. Wallner 
and Monear admit that the. signatures at- 
tached to the affidavits now are their signa- 
tures. Mackin does not admit so much, bat 
his attorney and expert witnesses say that 
the signature is that of Mackin beyond any 
doubt. Mackin will not deny that it is his. 
It is safe, therefore, to assume that it is. 

But say Wallner ana Monear: We never 
put our names to any such affidavits.” And 
then they suggest that tne affidavits were 
made after the names had been signed and on 
blank sheets. This will not do. How does it 
come that Monear’s and Walinear’s names 
are signed one over the other to one affidavit 
and in the place where the signatures ought 
to be? And how does it come that Mackin’s 
name, as the Notary, should be written on 
the same document where the notarial sig- 
nature ought to dei And how does 
it come. that Wallner's and Mackin’s signa- 
tures appear in another affidavit preliminary 
to what may be called the omnibus affidavit, 
— * Mackin's and Monear's figure on an- 
other 

Then, again, it has been demonstrated to 
the grand jury that the signatures of Mack- 
in, Monear, and Wallner were written over 
dotted lines at tne bottom of the at- 
davits, that those dotted lines were made 
with the same ink and with the same ma- 
chine with which the body of the afii- 
davits were made. This isa singular confirm- 
ation of the theory that Waliner, Mackin, 
and Monear signed their names at the foot 
of the affidavite after they had been fully 
aware of the contents of those documents. 
Otker circumstances bear out the opinion, 
amounting to a conviction, that the affida- 
vits were prepared before the signatures 
were attached. 

All the circumstances are corroborated b 
Mackin’s clerk, or ex-Clerk Beadle. e 
swears that he saw Monear and Wallner 
sign the affidavits after they had been 
read over to them. But it is urged 
that Beadle is a bad man, a penitentiary bird, 
and all that. It is not to be expected that 
Joe Mackin’s clerk should be a Sunday-school 
teacher or a man of the highest moral char- 
acter and the best antecedents. Nor is it to 
be expected that Wailner and Monear would 
seek the aid of reputable notaries and clerks 
— secure the payment of part of an official 

ribe. 

And this suggests the other consideration: 
Why did Wallner go to Mackin’s office? His 
explanation about placing property 
in Mackin’s nands for sale is too 
gauzy. Mackin at the time had 
been out of the penitentiary only a few 
months. Does any one suppose that ashrewd, 
wary, old-fashioned German like Wallner 
would place his property in Mackin’s hands 
for sale? What evidence is there that he 
did? And what possible motive could have 
induced Wallner or Monear to go to Mackin’s 
office save the collection ot the pribe# Tney 
did not belong to the same party as Mackin. 
They claimed to be Republicans. Indeed, 
Tun TRIBUNE has been roundly denounced 
by a certain class of so-calied Repub- 
licans m the Eighth and Tenth 
Wards for opposing those fellows 
when they presented themselves for reélec- 
von. Mackin is a Democrat. What deal- 
ings could Monear and Waliner have with 
Mackin except for corrupt purposes? 

What adds to the belief the conviction that 
the affidavits are genuine is that Wallner, 
who used to be an opponent of the Lake 
street L ordinance, was suddenly con- 
verted to its support while Monear was the 
fugleman and ruoner for the promoting 
agent of the enterprise. The associates they 
implicate are not above suspicion either. The 
conversion of some of them to the support of 
the ordinance was as sudden as the conversion 
of Wallner. Indeed the only thing tbat 
throws any doubt on the truth of the omni- 
bus afiidavitis the rather high price set 
opposite the names of some of them. They 
are a cheap lot, and it tests the credulity of 
those who know them to say that any pro- 
moter could be so foolish as to promise any 
of them $3,000, when the whole bunch might 
be obtained for that figure. 

But that is not what is under immediate 
investigation. What the grand jury has 
to determine now is, Did Walmer, Monear, 
and Mackin sign the affidavits attributed to 
them? If the answer to this uestion 
is in the affirmative, as it needs must be, then 
the questions arise, Shalit Waliner and 
Monear be indicted on theirown sworn ad- 
missions for accepting bribes? Shall Wall- 
ner and Monear be also indicted for perjury 
on account of the contradictory character of 
their testimony before the grand jury; and 
shail Mackin be indicted with them? 

Let the grand jury do its duty. Then the 
people of Chicago will demand that the 
State’s-Attorney shall do his duty. 


DRAMATIC DOINGS IN A COURT-ROOM. 


Preceedings in the Bisbee Divorce Case at 
Providence, R. I. 
ProvipEence, R L, June 28.—[Special.]— 
The sensational divorce case of Capt. Arliens 
M. Bisbee, the Port Commissioner of the Impe- 
rial Chinese Government, was begun here to- 
day in the Supreme Court.

DIES AT MANITOU, COLO, 


for Some Time and Was in Colorado for 

the Benefit of His Health—Sketch of Als 

Career— Possibility of a Deaditock in the 

Special Session Over the Speakership. 

Manitou Sprinas, Colo., Jane 28.—[Spe- 
cial.|—James H. Miller, Speaker of the Iili- 
nois House of Representatives, expired some- 
what suddenly here last evening at the Rux- 
ton Hotel, the immediate cause of death 
being hemorrbage of the lungs. For two 
years past the deceased haa been suffering 
from pulmonary trouble, and his visit to Col- 
orado was taken by order of his physician. 
Arriving here with his son Fred on the 24th 
inst. he spoke confidently of his recovery and 
until within a few hours of his death had no 
idea that he was in danger. At 8:15 last 
evening he was chatting cheerfully with 
his friend Col. H. F. Villette of 
Chicago, when a sudden pain in His chest was 
followed by spitting of blood, Which con- 
tinued to increuse in volume. Dr. O. Gilb 
Was soon at the spot and did all 
that he could for the sufferer. His 
hour, however, had come, and at , 3:30 
he died in the presence of Col. Villette, his 
son, ano the doctor. After the body had 
been embalmed Mr. Frea Miller set out with 
it — Toulon, III., where the deceased re- 
sided. 
Mr, Miller leaves a wife and three sons 

aged respectively 10, 13, and 18. 


\Mr. Miller was a son of the late Rev. Allen C. 
Miller (Presbyterian), who in October, 1851, with 
his family pioneered his way to Illinois by pri- 

vate conveyance from 
Ohio, where James was 
boro in Wyandotte Coun- 
ty Aug, 29, 1848. He was 
educated in the district 
school, excepting ten 
months at Mendota 
Academy, in 1859-60, 
taught school in 1861-62 
in La Salle County, and 
when 600,0 more 
were called enlisted in 
September, 1862, and was 
authorized to recruit for 
acompany in the Four- 
teenth Illinois Cavalry. 
While thus engaged he 
received an injury which 
made him a cripple for 
life, and when the regi- 
ment was mustered he 
was rejected. He went to his father’s nouse in 
Toulon, Stark County, where for six years he was 
an invalid; but he borrowed law books, read at 
home, and when able to walk with crutches was 
admitted to practice. He immediately opened 
a law office in Toulon, where he had resided 
ever since. In June, 1872, ne was appointed 
State's Attorney of Stark County, was subse- 
quently elected to the office, and served as 
such until December, 1876. He served seven 
years since as Village Attorney of Toulon. In 
1884 he was elected member of the Thirty 
fourth General Assembly, and was one of us 
108. During the session he served on the Judi- 
ciary, Judicial, and Election Committees, and on 
the Special Joint Committee on Drainage. He 
was reélected to the Thirty-fifth General Assem- 
bly. made Chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
was the authorof the Age-of-Consent bill passed 
that session and the bill amending the City Elec- 
tion law, and introduced and had passed in the 
House the bills in rélation to lost or destroyed 
records, amendi the Habitual Criminal act of 
1883, and to provide for the management of the 
penitentiary and to establish a reformatory. He 
was reélected a member of the House in the 
Thirty-sixth General — ber again served as 
Chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, 
was chosen Speaker to succeed the Hon. Asa C. 
Matthews on the latter’s resignation, and had he 
lived would have served as the presiding officer 
of the House at the extra session called to meet 
July 23 next.] 


MAY RESULT IN A DEADLOOKE, 


Mr. Miller’s Death Likely to Cause a Con- 
test for the Speakership. 
-SPRINGFIELD, [1L, June 28.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Fifer was notified by telegram today of 
the death of James H. Muller of Toulon, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 
during the last session of the Legisiature, 
which occurred at Manitou Springs last 
night. The news did not occasion a great 
deal of surprise, for the reason that it was 
feared when he announced his intention of 
going to Colorado his weakened condition of 
health would not permit him to return alive. 

Mr. Miller's death will of course occasion 
an election to the office of Speaker for the 
special session. In the event of the Ropub- 
licans having a quorum there is hardly any 
doubt expressed as to Representative Part- 
ridge of Lake County being selected. He oc- 
cupied the chair upon numerous occa- 
sions during his last term and ably filled 
the place, and would probably have been se- 
lected Speaker nad he not himself favored 
the selection of Mr. Miller as a just reward 
to a faithful member. 

There is a possibility however, that the 
speaker who Will preside at the special ses- 
sion will be a Democrat, and théreis also a 
possibility, though not much of a probability, 
that there may be a lively contest and tie- up 
over the filling of the office. With Mr. 
Muler’s loss and the gains that the Demo- 
crats will make in the districts in which 
special elections have already been called, it 
is doubtful if the Republicans have more 
than a bare quorum in House @ven if a 
successor to Mr. Miller is elected. 

Lester of Sangamon holds a Federal ap- 
pointment, and on this account his right to a 
seat may be questioned, in which event the 
Republicans wili certainly have one less than 
a quorum, and should politics enter into the 
matter to a sufficient degree a deadlock would 
ensue. The promoters of the Fair, however, 
will not sanction such a move as this, for it 
would defeat the desired ends to be attained 
by a special session. Snould the Democrats 
succeed in electing a Speaker, however, it 
will probably be given to- Clayton E. Crafts 
of Chicago, who was their last caucus nom 
nee for ihe place. 

Gov. Fifer, when asked about the calling 
of a special election to elect a sticcessor to 
Mr. Miller, said he had received no official 
notitication.of his death. and it would de- 
pend upon the fact of whether he had time 
or not after he received such notice whether 
an election would be called or not.

Tovton, LL, June 28.—[Special.|—The sad 
intelligence of the death at Manitou, Colo., 
of James H. Miller, Speaker of the [Illinois 
House, reached here this morning.

Maj, Panitza Executed. 

The sentence of death pronounced upon 
Maj. Panitz for conspiring to overthrow the 
Buigarian Government was carried out to- 
day.

With a firm step he walkea to 
the post and saluted the military 
officers present. He was then bound toa 
tree. Just before the order to fire was given 
the condemned man cried out ina loud voice: 
Long live Bulgaria.“ The body of the 
dead soldier was given to his widow. 
The execution took place at 10 
o’clock in the morning at the camp 
near Sophia. All the officers attached to 
the camp were present. Four regiments of 
infantry, with a battery of artillery, formed 
the hollow square in which Panitza met his 
end. He blindfolaed himself, s ood erect in 
plain clothes, and acted courageously 
throughout. Twenty-one bullets pierced his 
body.

BERLIN, June 28.—The Reichstag passed 
the Army bill to its third reading without 
any amendment.

They 
refused to follow Dr. Windthorst 
in accepting Chancellor von Caprivi’s 
assurances that extensive leaves of absence 
would be granted after two years’ service, 
and that acnual budgets would be presented 
which would enable the Reichstag to control 
the limitation of the peace effective. The 
Chancellor’s concessions practically amount 
to little, but they sufficed to give the bulk of 
the Center party an excuse for voting for 
the bill. 

The House then next passed to its second 
reading the Budget Committee’s report, strik- 
ing out the credit demanded by the Govern- 
ment for raising the pay of officers below 
the rank of Colonel. Baron Maltazahn, the 
Imperial Secretary of the Treasury, and Gen. 
Verdy du Vernois, the Minister of War, ad- 
vocated the reinsertion of ine credit without 
fail. Ine supplementary estimates amount- 
ing to 73,600,000 marks, which are 
mainly intended for military pur- 
poses, were referred to the, Budget 
Committee. The Government having now 
sevured the passage of the 
House can aajourn early in July until No- 
vember, when bills bearing on the labor 

uestion will form the chief work of the 

ichstag. The bill concerning the acquisi- 
tion of Heligoland and the financial plans of 
the Government by which the increased 
army expenditures are to be met will remain 
undisclosed until the winter session. 
Will Oppose the Right of France. 

Sir Edward Malet, the British Ambassa- 
dor, had an important conference with 
Chancellor von Caprivi yesterday on the sub- 
ject of the opposition of the French Govern- 
ment to the East African agreement. The 
note of M. Ribot, the French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, protesting against the establish- 
meut of a protectorate over Zanzibar affects 
the German claims to the littoral within the 
Sultanate and also the proposed acquisition 
of Mafia: The conference resuited in an 
agreement to take simultaneous action 
in opposing the right of France to 
interfere. The English Government has pre- 
pared a reply to M. Ribot to the effect that if 
the Sultan accepts the protection of England 
or any other Power the treaty of 1862 gives 
France no rigptto object, and furwer that 
the Anglo-German agreement does not at- 
tack the independence of the Sultan, protec- 
tion not involving subjection: The Enclish 
note will be presented to M. Ribot early next 
week and will be supported by a diplomatic 
intimation of Germany’s concurrence. 
French press reports that Lord Salisbury’s 
reply was handed to M. Ribot today are 
untrue. 

The Agreement Vindicated. 

The Reichsanzeiger to-day vindicates the Au- 
gio-German agreement as made in the inter- 
ests of the rman East Africa company. 
TneC olonial Society’s opposition, which is 
based upon the idea that German commer- 
clal expansion has been sacrificed, is de- 
clared to be inconsistent with tne facts. In- 
stead of negiecting tne interests of the com- 
pany, the Government, after the transfer of 
the coast line with Mafia, will assist the 
company to colonize, and the Germans who 
are trying to develop trade and agriculture 
On the coast will find ampie support from the 
Government.

WHY BLAINE OPPOSES M’KINLEY’S SILL 


Foreign Powers Accept the Measure as a 
Declaration of Commercial Var, 

New York, June 28.—[Special.}—The Her- 
ald's Washington special says: 

One week ago a desperate attempt was made 
by some of Mr. Blaine s alleged friends to break 
the force of what the Secrétary of State had 
said about the McKinicy Tariff bill, That state- 
meut has not only been fully corroborated 
in every detail, but since the surprise 
is over those in the confidence of Mr. 
Blaine who know the secret of bis Bold. act 
only wonder that he kept silent so long. During 
the last week the Secretary has personally as- 
sured members of the Dipiomatic Corps that his 
views were not misstated. To the Ministers 
from the Latin-American States, nearly all of 
whom were delegates to the Pan-American Con- 
ference, he has emphasized m the most positive 
manner his deep chagrin at tue way Republican 
leaders in Congress have treated the recom- 
mendations of the Administration. 

Months ago’ Mr. Blame intended. to speak 
about what he feared would be the drift of tne 
tariff policy in Congress. He took the quieter 
course of endeavoring by confidential intercourse 
with gentiemen of the ays and Means Com- 
mittee and others to engraft upon the general 
Tariff bili a special provision for substantial free 
trade with Latin-America through the agency of 
reciprocity. He failed, for the two reasons 
that free sugar had been chosen as a 
bait to the Western farmer and because 
free wool, in any amount, under any circum- 
stances, was a horrifyine nightmare to protec- 
tionists of the practical kind. Mr. McKinley, as 
an Ohio Representative, was unnerved by the 
prospect of unlimited cheap wooi from the 
Argeutine Republic and Uruguay. But why should 
Mr. Blaine so suddenly and energetically blaze 
against the Republican tariff policy after giv- 
ing up his original purpose to speak out to the 
country about it, and failing in his private efforts 
to save the commerce of our own continent from 
its mischief? 

They answer that he has cable and other dis- 
patches from our Ministers in Europe that the 
Jontinental Powers accept the McKinley bill as 
a declaration of commercial war and are prepar- 
ing in concert a scheme of reiahation. At this 
moment the State Department is burdened with 
dispatches from Ministers and Consuls, supple- 
mented by semi-official advices, all tending to 
show how deeply the McKinley pill has stirred 
the Cabinets of Hurope and how little disposed 
they are to admit any American product to their 
own ports that can possibly be prohibited by re- 
taliatory duties or reguiations. 

It is not alone the pending Tariff bill that has 
aroused this feeling, but the general commercial 

olicy of the party now in powerin Washington. 

he Customs Administration bill came first, pre- 
tending to be a measure to simplify the business 
of transportation and to suppress tne evils of 
undervaiuation, but really meant to obstruct 
importatioa and to raise rates of duty by indi- 
rection. Then came the McKinley bili with 
duties intentionally prohibitory instead of sim- 
ply protective, as heretofore, 

The proposition to take concerted action” 
originated with Germany and hus been virtually 
accepted by France, Austro-Hungary. Italy, and 
Spain, and possiblyother powers of less moment 
to American commerce. in these countries the 
American exporttrade will be struck at partly 
through prohibitory duties on cattle and swine 
under the plea of stopping pleuro-pneumonia, 
while canned goods, fiour, and other staple 
articles are to be subjected to nigher duties. 

In so-much as the farmers are put forward by 
the prohibitory tariff men as the especial wards 
and beneficiaries of the McKinley bill, Mr. 
Blaine thinks they will be interested in learn- 
ing of the concert of action by which. American 
cattle, hogs, breadstuffs, and provisions are to 
be excluded from European continental markets 
with Engiand a good second, though not a for- 
mul party to the contract. :

RACINE AND TEUTON MAKE NEW FIG- 
URES FOR TURF DISTANCES.

The California Colt Runs a Mile in 1139, 


Defeating Ten Groeck’s Time, and Teu- 
ton Makes d Mile and a Furlong in 


1:52% —HoeW the Races Were Run and 
the Enthastasm of the Crowd—A Grand 


Day's Racing. 

There were six races run at Washington Park 
yesterday, and in two of them tne record was 
smashed. The grand raceborse Racine sent the 
mile record of Ten Broeck into oblivion after his 
race against time had stood unsbaken for thir- 
teen years, and from now on people will say I 
saw Racine beat the record at Chicago when 
wishing to remind their héarers that they were 
present at the turf event of the West in 
1890. This was done in u race with other 
horses and by a 38-year-old carrying 107 pounds 
on bis back, while the record made 
by Ten Broeck was when he was 5 years 
old and he had only 110 pounds up. The per- 
formance of Racine is therefore vastly superior. 
When the time, 1:89. was hung out, there was 
a wild cheer from hundreds of throats. Men 
threw their bats in the air, and horsemen and 
stable hands on the track slappedesach other on 
the back and shook hands over the event. Ten 
theusand people were present, and, as the 
grand performance became more generally 
known, one could bear shouts and cheers from 
isolated cor ners when the full significance of the 
race dawned on the different groups in the stand 
and about the grounds. It was a great race 
and Racine undoubtedly has every other horse at 
his mercy at a mile, for there are not a few good 
judges who are free to confess that they think 
the California colt can do still better. Certainly 
there was noth‘ng in the race yesterday to make 
him put forth bis utmost, and it is therefore fair 
to assume he can beat his own record, The 
nearest to him at the finish was Marion C., a fine 
looking filly, but she was one length away and 
had no possible chance to catch the speedy son 
of Bishop imp. Fairy Rose. 

The record smashing began in the second 
event. Eight horses went to the post, but 
the only betting done was for place. The 
bookmakers hung out 1 to 4 at first opposite Ra- 
cine’s name, but soon conciuded that was too 
easy. and so put up 1 to 6. With Racine out Ce- 
cil 3 was first choice, with Almont and Marion 
C. next in favor. About any odds you wanted 
was taken with Racine in. 


Spread-tagled His Field. 


At the start Churchill Clark showed in front 


for a brief period, and then Racine went out and 
set the pace. And whata pace it was for the 
others to try and maintain. At the half-mile 
pole Racine was two lengths in the lead, and go- 
ing round the stable turn he fairly few, and was 
three lengths shead — into the stretch. 
At this point be had spread-eagied his fleld and 
Marian ©. was straining every muscle in a vain 
endeavor to come up to the flyer in front. Jockey 
Narvice took a look back to see how the rest of 
them were gett along, and was somewhat 
surprised to see arion C. making up ground 
rather faster than he had figured on, so he shook 
the racer he bestrode. Marion C. continued to 
draw near. People began to call out her name 
and the crowd riveted its gaze on the 
pair. Britton, on Marion C. was plying the 
lash ana the game filly responded. ow she is 
at the quarters of Racine, and Narvice swings 
his whip, but does notcut the colt. He merely 
gives him a reminder that he has a whi Its 
use was unnecessary, for Racine bounded away 
and passed the rod in front of the 5 a good 
length in front of Marion C., who had Gymnast 
just lapped on her and a bang-up third. Every 
one who had watched the race expectea the time 
was close to 1:40 at least. When they saw the 
record had been beaten the gailant horse and 
clever rider were greeted with cheers. Once 


more had the Washington Park track been dem- 


onstrated one of the fastestin the world. The 
fractional time was: 

One-eighth, 12% seconds; one-quarter, 24% sec- 
onds; three-eighths, 364% seconds; half-mile, 48½ 
seconds; five-eighths, 1:01; three-quarters, 1:13%; 
seven-eighths, 1:2642; one mile, 1:39%. ' 

A number of horsemen held watches on the 
race and some said the time was 1:39. Secretary 
Brewster. who was as pleased at the perform- 
ance as anybody and waved his hat with the rest, 
said his watch had stopped at 1:39. 


Comes of Good Stock. 


Racine comes from a good racing family, and 
is a greut-grandson of Lexington. dere is some 
of the best biood strains in America in his veins. 
Bishop, his sire, is now at the head of Capt. 
Franklin’s ranch at Gallatin, Tenn., but before 
reaching there he had a precarious existence on 
the turf. Aftera brief period of usefulness in 
California Bishop was brought East and was put 
to jumping, but he wasno good at that ana 
finally was bought for asmall sum by Frank 
Seaman, owner of the Islip Stables. The horse 
had bad legs, a peculiar swelling of the ankles 
giving him the appearance of utter worthiess- 
ness as a racer. Seaman fixed him and doctored 
him into form, and in the winter of 1888-89 won 
over 840,000 with bim at the Guttenberg track. 
Then Capt. Franklin got him, Bishop's sire was 
Sbannon, he by Monday, by Colton, a son of 
Lexington. On the dam's side Racine is equally 
well bred, Fairy Rose was bred in England by 
Lionel ae Rothschild and imported to this coun- 
try by Senator Leland Stanford. Fairy Rose 
was by Hippolyta out of King Tom, second dam, 
Daughter of tne Star, by Kremlin. 


Teuten Breaks a Record. 


Hardly had the excitement incident to the 
erformance of Racine subsided and the people 
ad witnessed another race by 2-year-olds, when 
once more was a record beaten. This time the 
distance was one mile and a furlong and Teuton 
established the new figures forthesame. He 
ran his race much in the same fashion as Racine. 
In a second or two after the start he went away 
in the lead and was never headed. He in- 
creased his lead from sa half length at 
the quarter to one length at the half and 
two lengths at the three-quarter pole. This 
lead was of value in the stretch. The Baldwin 
Stable had entered Los Angeles and Santiago. 
The former was second most of the way, and 
when straightened out for the wire began a des- 
perate struggle to catch Feuton. Overton rode 
for all there was in him, and so gamely did Los 
Angeles run that at the finish she was only half 
a length behind the colt. Many thought she had 
won right at the.wire. Fifty feet more and she 
would have won. Teuton had to race for the 
last 100 yards, and when he passed the wire 
he had broken the best previous recora, 

ade by Terra Cotta in 1888. At that time Terra 

otta carried 124 pounds and went the. distaace 
in 1:53. Teuton carried 113 pounds and did it in 
1:52%. Both horses were the same age at the 
time of the performance. 

After two such capital events it is hardly nec- 
essary to dilate on the four other races of the 
day, yet every one of them was well contested 
from start to finish, and furnished sport that 
would be acredit to any track in the country. 
Four favorites won, so that the spectators had a 
successful duy in picking winners. 

Ja Ja was a strong favorite in the first event, 
and won easily by two lengths over a field of 
eleven horses, with Rambier second. That the 
track was fast was amply testified to by this 
opening dash, as the mile was done in 1:41. 

Then came the record-breaking dash of Racine, 
and the third race of the day brought out nine 2- 

ear-olds. It was thought to be a sure thing for 

cGuigan’s pair, Rose Howard and Liniith- 
gow, but the winner turned up in Sis- 
ter Linda, who outfooted everything in the 
race by two lengths, Brutus being second and 
Virgin third, heads apart. Both of these latter

After Teuton had made his mark on the record 
book, the fifth event, a mile and a sixteenth was 
on the card. For this purse ten good horses com- 
peted.

Birthday was also well backed. Lizzie B. and

VIOLENT WIND-STORMS IN MICHIGAN. 


Considerable Damage Reported from Va- 
rious Localities Throuchont the State. 
Detroit, Mich., June 28.— [Special.] — This

the most severe wind and rain storms for 

years, and telephoue and telegraph commu- 
nication with the interior of the

SANDOVAL, THE MEXICAN REVOLUTIONIST 


A Life of Wonderful Escapes, Love Affairs, 
and Crimes. 

San AnTonIO, Tex. June 28.—[Special.]— 
Gen. San Francisco Luiz Sandoval, the 
leader of the late abortive attempt to invade 
Mexico, isa mau of unusually fine presence, 
45 years old, and a South American by birth. 
He is absolutely fearless, and when aroused 
is as savage as a tiger. He has 
led a life of wonderful escapes, love affairs 
and crimes. The following details of his 
capture are obtained from the official report 
of the expedition of troop G, United States 
cavalry, which left Laredo the 
night of June B. They marched 
forty-five miles up the Rio Grande 
and dispersed. Ten revolutionists were 
captured, only one of whom was clothed. It 
is presumed that they were preparing to swim 
the river into Mexico. Gen. Sandoval was dis- 
covered by Private Ross hiding in some 
weeds near the river edge. Heattempted to 
show fight, but the muzzie of 
the soldier’s weapon against his 
breast calmed him and he surrendered at 
discretion. When caught lie was clad only 
in an undershirt and apologized with the 
utmost knightly courtesy for his appearance. 
So faras known but one revolutionist was 
kilied on this side. He was shot by the Mar- 
shal's party. The regulars suffered no loss.

Christiana—The concentration and arranging 
power of thought acts on the emotions as filtra- 
tion acts on turbid liquids, clarifying and purify- 

them. And what the emotions lose in in- 
tensity by this process they gain in clearness and 
homogeneity: whereas, without the association 
of thought, emotions would either pass away un- 
N or remain vague and complex, un- 
able to find expression. “The human mind 
cannot with impunity surrender’ itself 
to the constant domination of any class of emo- 
tions, even of the galmest and purest kind. The 
perpetuity of asingle emovion is insanity.” If 
this assertion of Taylor is correct, purely emo- 
tional music, if such were possible, would then 
be the work of a madman, and, of course, of no 
value. Hence purely emotional music is not to 
be thought of. But there is such a thing as 
purely intellectual music; for instance, strictly- 
constructed canons and fugues, which are essen- 
tially scientific works, void of fantasy and spon- 
taneity, more the product of calculation than 
of inspiration, and frequently written with a 
total absence of emotion. This kind of music, 
though appealing to the mind only, is yet of great 
significance in the musical art, not merely as 
historical form still accessorily employed in 
masses, oratorios, etc., but as instructive form 
indispensable to scholarly training.

“ Why so grateful, William?” asked the spook 


, Dancing from the Age of the Stately Min- 
uet tothe Reign of Strauss—The Origin 
ef Various Dances —Iuafiuences That 
Have Told in the Evolution of the 
Rockaway—What Willi Be the Next 
Change? 

National Review: The minuet was bred and 
nurtured among the old Chateaux of Poitou. 
Its courtly movements, and slow, deliberate 
pace speak conciusively of the antique gal- 
lantry, which was ready at every step with a 
bow, and of the long, sweeping trains of the 
ladies, which forbade their fair wearers to 
induige in any hastier motuon. A certain va- 

‘riety of the minuet, named the pavana, brings 

this latter reason into excellent relief. The 
treatment of the train, which retarded the 
pace of the minuet, passed in the pavana 
into a special feature of the dance, and, in- 
deed, was the origin of the singular name. 
„ Puavana means “ the peacock dance.“ At 
certain places in the measure the gentlemen 
retreated to a considerable distance from 
their partners, leaving them in unimpeded 
possessionof a great space around them. 
The ladies thereupon, having possession of 
the floor, swept their trains with certain mys- 
tic gyrations known to memselves, and 
eventually sank into the pose of a studied 
and prolonged courtesy, the train assuming, 
during the statuesque moment of repose, the 
exact appearance of a peacock’s tail. 

The gavotte and the bourrée can be vari- 
ously assigned to Spain and France for their 
origin; but the jig—homely appellation !|— 
can be clearly traced to a most respectable 
antiquity. In the fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries the name wes variously written 
gizue, giga, and geig, and signified simply 
“the fiddle dance,” from the German geige, 
“a violin.“ We hear of these gigues, or 
„ fiddle dances,“ as early as the days of the 
wandering minstrels, the peculiamty 
of them being an entire license 
of step, so that the most untalented 
performer could join in. They became fash- 
ionable among the upper classes at Watteau 
fétes of Louis XV.’s time, but were naturally 
danced with considerably more elegance than 
their primitive form required. They still re- 
tained, however, their miscellaneous charac- 
ter, and, far from any symmetry of motion 
being demanded, the gigue was not correctly 
executed unless several varieties of step 
were represented among the dancers. It 
was, in fact, a mediey.”’ 

We can scarcely overestimate the influence 
of Luliy, the chef d' orchestreof Louis XIV., 
on the art of dancing. His band, which was 
known as the “twenty-four violins,“ were 
required to furnish all the music for tne 
fétes and balls of the brilliant court to which 
they were attached. “Whe gavotte and 
bourrée have been ascribed to him, but 
probably without reason. The cotillion, how- 
ever, has a more legitimate claim to such a 
paternity, and most likely at least was per- 
fected in the brilliant ball- rooms of 
Versailles. 

Despite these thousand and one varieties 
of the dance, the genuine round dance.“ to 
use the term at least in its modern signifi- 
cation, had no existence till some fifty or 
sixty yearsago. Why this omission could 
have subsisted so longseems hard to see; un- 
less it were that the giddiness resulting from 
the first experimentsin the style deterred 
mankind from venturing further. The 
“round dance” of the Greeks and of 
the Middle Ages was simply a ring 
dance, and not by auy means an ap- 
proachto the round dance of today. 
The dancing dervyishes of Turkey, 
however, und likewise the frenzied perform- 
ers in the Italian tarantelia must be credited 
with discovering a great secret of art long 
ere sixty years ago, and practicing it to the 
amazement of all beholders, who thought 
them mad or struck by divine vengeance. 
First essays in round dancing, accompanied 
as they are by overpowering giddiness, often 
lead the novice to the wild determination of 
spinning on and on until exhausted nature 
can do no more. The dancing dervishes 
are certainly affected with this fury. Once 
they begin to turn their rotation in- 
creases with ever-advancing celerity, until 
at last they sleep“ hke a top, though still 
spinning round. The Italian tarantella was 
said to have come into existence from the 
effects of the bite of a poisonous spider 
(whence it derives its name); the result of 
which was to cause the venom-stricken pa- 
tient to turn round and round in agony and 
frenzy. Ail dancers of the tarantella were 
vulgarly supposed to have been bitten by this 
spider, and all pursued the same principle of 
gyrauon in common with the dancing derv- 
ishes—namely: to spin round and reund until 
they sank exhausted to the earth. 

Such were the abortive and unconscious at- 
tempts which mankind made at the poika. 
When that dance first appeared fuliy fledged 
on the scene—it sprang upon Europe like Min- 
erva from the head of Jove, perfect and 
fully formed—the tendency of round dau- 
cing” to go on when once begun and never 
stop was made apparent in its history. It 
was danced in a Vienna ball-room by way of 
experiment, and in three months had made 
the tour of Europe. In London, Paris, Mad- 
rid, and Rome everybody danced the poika. 
Itis said thatim these early days of the 
craze the gravest personages were seen foot- 
ing the dizzy dance, even Judges and 
Bishops not disdaining to test their powers 
therein, on the same principle that they 
might submit themselves to the experiment 
of “thought-reading’’. nowadays, or other 
similar craze. What was the home ot the 
polkat Where had been its nursery before 
it made that sudden and sensational appear- 
ance ina Vienna ball-room sixty years ago? 
Some would derive it from the peasantry of 
Bohemia; but surely the name polka,“ 
which is simply ** polacca,”’ points to Poland 
as the land of its origin. Like many other 
things in the world, its origin is hidden in 
night. Nature is reluctant to reveal begin- 
nings. Ine polka seems to us a very slow 
dance, Our ancestors thought it fast enough 
—but this was before mankind haa become 
accustomed to round“ dancing. 

The waltz, which was later in appearing, 
and was doubtiess at its commencement in 
imitation of the polka, was danced exceed- 
ingly slowly in early life. Its original name 
was“ landler,“ and it hails from the country 
districts of Austria. The landler“ went 
gravely and deliberately round. To its 
slow motion the speed of the polka seemed 
fury. The elder Strauss must be accredited 
with the acceleration of the waltz to its 
present speed. Finding the effect of his 
music to gain greatly from increased pace he 
forced the time ana made the dancer follow 
him. The original step of the waltz was 
the simple chasse, which, as is obvious, is 
identical with the step of the polka, 
except that the feet are brought more 
closely and more suddenly together. 
This was the valse ua deux temps. 
Improvement in waltz melodies, which mark 
the time far more rhythmicaily and forcibly 
than in the early times they did, brought the 
valse a trois temps into being, wherein the 
steps are accommodated with greater precis- 
ion to the beats of the music. The waxed floors 
of modern ballrooms have produced within 
the memory of the youngest among us the 
glide waltz and the rockaway waltz, in both 
of which the feet slip or slide over the floor 
in a manner amazing to behold. Perhaps tne 
contemporaneous introduction of roller-skat- 
ing had something todo with this innovation, 
since the motion of the feet in both is the 


same. | 

What destinies await the waltz in future 
time is impossible at present to divine. One 
thing, however, seems certain—so popular 
and universally known is this dance, com- 
pared to the dissemination of any other spe- 
cific piece of human knowledge, that amid a 
distant posterity, when all our achievements 
have faded from human memory, we shail 
still be known as the generation “in whose 
time the waltz was danced.”’

the Bureau, is enabled to make an income of 
$3,000 a day from his business, and that, in 
his gratitude, he indorsed Gen. Raum’s notes 
some time ago for $25,000, feeling that he 
could afford to do this even if he had to take 
up the paper at maturity. It is further stated 
that Secretary Noble has all the charges 
under investigation. 

This last statement is emphatically denied 
at the Interior Department. It is said there 
that Gen. Raum bus Secretary Nobie’s entire 
confidence, and that no investigation has 
been considered necessary, because, in the 
whole period that Raum has heid his present 
office, nota single complaint of his manage- 
ment has been laid before the Secretary, 
even in the form of an anonymous ietter—a 
fact which is regarded as wholly incompati- 
ble with the idea that favoritism has been 
shown by the Commissioner in any direction. 

As to the charge that Lemon and Dudiey 
are running the office Gen Raum says that he 
is not aware of it if that is the case. He has 
made no attempt to dictate who shali enter 
the building and who shall not. and the fact 
that certain gentiemen who have business 
there visit the bureau more or less frequent- 
ly is no concern of his. 

The Commissioner begged to be excused 
from taking any notice of the specific 
charges, as he did not care to enter 
into a newspaper controversy. He re- 
ferred your correspondent, however, at 
his request, to a statement which 
had been prepared in response to the charge 
of having received great financial favors at 
the hands of Capt. Lemon, flatly denying the 
story in the circumstantial shape in which it 
was first told. The Commissioner’s enemies 
claim that this is a mere technical denial; 
and that, it the charge w ere stripped of its 
circumstantial character and brougnt down 
to the bare, proad statement that Lemon’s 
indorsement is on some of Raum’s paper, no 
denial would be made. 

“It isa silly pretence, nevertheless,“ said a 
prominent officer of the Government to your 
correspondent, “that Lemon is taking any 
such means of paying his debts to Raum be- 
cause he is making so much money out of his 
pension-claim preferences. In the first 
place a general orderto prefer the claims 
of a certain attorney could not possibly 
be executed without disturbing the work 
of from five hundred to a thousand 
clerks, many of them Democrats, to whose 
interest it would be to make tne facts 
known; and yet not a word of complaint has 
been raised anywhere inside of the bureau. 
Moreover, what has Lemon to b® grateful 
for? Raum has been in office only during 
the last year, 4 the cause for gratitude 
cannot go far ; and it is well known 
among Lemon's friends that de 
not been making any money to speak 
of from his claims practice for 
some years. ‘There used to be 
a handsome profit in it, but that day has gone 
by. If you were to ask Lemon now, he 
would tell you that he keeps his office run- 
ning merely because it pays expenses, and he 
has a lot of old retainers as clerks who would 
be turned adrift it ne should suddenly wind 
up his business. He would get out of it to- 
morrow if it were not for them; and that 
state of things would scarcely enable him to 
be buying favors of the Commissioner with 
$25,000 indorsements.”’ : 

The charge that the Commissioner’s son 
used some of his father’s official stationery 
for writing letters soliciting business as a 
claim agent is widely credited. Efforts were 
made to find young Mr. Raum, and hear 
what he had to say, but were unsuccess- 
ful. He has a smali office on an upper 
floor of a business building in F 
street—the same occupied by his father be- 
fore appointment to the Commissioner- 
ship. Nothing about the premises wears 
a particularly prosperous look, and friends 
of the family are authority for the statement 
that the young man, with all the pushing his 
father wasable to give him before taking 
office, has not shown himself a Webster or a 
Choate—in fact, that the senior Raum has 
had pretty hard work getting the junior upon 
his feet. It is not believed among those who 
know both men that any indelicacy of which 
the son may have been guilty was committed 
with the father’s knowledge or sanction. 

Finally, as to the man Smith, there is a 
mysterious reticence, beyond the mere de- 
nial that he had been given garte blanche to 
work up business in the field for Lemon and 
Dudley. His record is quite as black as it is 
painted—that fact his superiors make no 
attempt to conceal. He has, moreover, been 
dismissed from his late place as Chief of Di- 
vision. How he managed to get wnere he 
did, and why he is still allowed to remain in 
the Government employ at all-what influ- 
ence keeps him in when so many decent men 
have been turned out—are puzzles which only 
Secretary Noole can solve. Thereis good 
reason for believing, however, that the Sec- 
retary has had enough of the fellow, and that 
he will soon be got rid of altogether.

ing he preached on The Sunday Press to 
a large congregation. 

“Our —— is Tue Sunday Press,“ 
said Di. Dixon, and I invite your atten- 
tion for the key thought to the nineteentb 
verse of the tenth chapter of Romans: ‘But 


with that which is no nation.’ For the last 
four years I have been trying carefully and 
prayerfully to study the question of the Sun- 
day newspapers. It has been a most diffi- 
cult subject to me, but it is a question of 
paramount importance, a..queston which 
neither you nor I can avoid. It is a question 
that refuses to let us pass on without taking 
notice of it. The more we look at it the 
more we study it, the more tremendous its 


importance appears. The influence of the 


Sunday press from an educational point of 
view is enormous. As I came into this 
house this morning I passed dozens of 
people who were reading these papers; they 
lay piled up in great heaps on the news- 
stands; you see them everywhere, and weir 
influence scarcely can be estimated. The 
fact that these papers are here is a tremen- 
dous fact that has provoked the church to 
jealousy. That this new power has come and 
has arraigned the church of the living God 
is no longer to be questioned. The most se- 
rious question is, What 1s to be its effect? Is 
it of God or of the Devil? There is no ques- 
tion as to the opinion of, some of the good 
brothers in the church. 

“A shorttime ago I went to Chicago, and 
some persons who had heard of something I 
had said in a sermon some time previous 
with regard te the newspaper hunted me up 
with all haste, and it was rather warm in the 
car where we met for quite a distance on the 
journey. There was no question as to the 
attitude of some of them upon the Sunday 
newspaper. It was the devil; it was born in 
hell, and its influence was of the devil and 
of nell. That was all there was about it. I 
told the brotner who said this that I wish 1 
knew as much as he did and had the sources 
of information that he seemed to have. I 
had been studying the question of the Sun- 
day newspaper for the last four years and 
never had arrived at that certainty of opinion 
which he seemed to have. 

„There is no question that there is, in this 
new power that nas arisen,a chalienge to the 
Christian Church. The more we loox at this 
new power and the more we study it in the 
light of God’s word and God’s truth the 
more the birth and growth and development 
of the Sunday newspaper are seen to be a tre- 
mendous indictment of the visible, living 
Christian Church—an indictment of those 
people whom God has chosen in the past to 
do his work. How did the Sunday news- 
paper come here? Where was it vorn! In 
hell? No. It was born of the week-day news- 
paper. How did the week-day newspaper 
come to develop such a branch as this? 
The pulpit neglected its true field of 
labor and ignored the living questions of the 
day that bear upon the life of the people, and 
narrowed this Sunday editor down to cere- 
monies and ecclesiasticism until the great 
throbbing, thrilling world was left outside. 
Carlyle has well said, as I quoted two weeks 


ago, that the clergy of England is not found, 


in the pulpit today, butin the newspaper of- 
tices. Wesaw a Sunday or two ago how the 
newspaper press has usurped the prophetic 
function whien once belonged to those who 
were especially called of God to that office, 
because it is the only power through which 
a man today may talk with the King. It is 
the power that goes before Parliaments and 
says: ‘This is God's truth. This is 
right and that is wrong.’ The only power 
today that lays its hand on wrong-doing in 
this city is the power that sits in those tall 
towers down-town, We have seen that the 
newspaper editor has assumed this prophetic 
function, and has sat beside him that read 
and instructed him. Now, because the ed- 
itor had grown to this enormous stature, be- 
cause he had come to be a moral teacher and 
leader, a preacher for the masses, we tind 
that he took to preaching on Sunday. That 
is all. The Sunday newspaper was born be- 
cause the newspaper press had taken its 
stand upon the platform where the prophets 
of God once stood. Itis here because it is 
doing the work that used to be done by the 
pulpit, but which the pulpit was negiecting. 
That is why the press gradually became the 
molder and fashioner and director of the 
moral sentiment of the world. 

„There are some who say that the Sunday 
newspaper was started because of the money 
there was in it. That will not do. No news- 
paper can exist for any length of time that 
does not appeal to the mo consciousness 
of a constituency. That is the condition 
upon which all newspapers exist, whether 
week-day or Sunday. No purely commercial 
reason can account for the tremendous 
power of the week-day press; and you might 
just as well attribute the power of the Sun- 
day press to that source as the week-day. 
To say that the Sunday newspaper was born 
purely for a money speculauon is false, 
every inch of it. It was born because the 
week-day press had already assumed the 
tunctions of the teacher, and it had to preach 
Sunday, oecause Sunday was the best day of 
all the week to preach on. 1 would just as 
willingly preach Monday as Sunday. if I 
could preach to better account. If I could 
draw a larger — — Monday than 
Sunday I would preach Monday and close up 
Sunday. 

„As congregations go, I um preaching this 
moruing to a good congregation. In this city 
there are 500 preachers addressing the peo- 

le from their different pulpits today. To 

ow many people do you think we 500 preach- 
ers will-speak today? To about 150,000. Not 
more than that, witn these threatening skies 
above us. This morning those great, throbbing 
cylinders paused about 12 o’clock, perhaps a 
little later; and those wagons went rolling 
from end to end of this great city; they took 
out this message that had been prepared by 
that new power in those great tall towers 
seven men around the city-hall sent forth 
their message to a million people on Manhat- 
tan Island. Five hundred preachers will 
reach 150,000, but those seven men of the 
newspaper offices will reach 1,000,000 people 
on this island. The common people are list- 
ening to the message which this great power 
brings to them today; and let me tell you, 
men and bretbren, that this tremendous fact 


today is a tremendous indictment of your 


methods and my methods, and of the methods 
that the Christian Church has used and is 
using today. 

“The mightiest educational influence in 

this great city today is ihe press, and the 
Sunday press is just three times as good and 
three times as strong as the week-day press. 
j know that it can be improved upon, but it 
is better in its quality, better in the matter 
that it contains, and better all the way 
through than the week-day press. You 
should pray for the man who edits the Sua- 
day newspaper, and you should feel for 
him who preaches to a million — — in one 
day. has put this responsibility on the 
editor of the Sunday paper, and you should 
pray that he be equal to his task and worthy 
of the trust that has deen placed in him. 
And rejoice that God has given you the 
power thus to pray.“

DEATH OF AN OLD-TIME GAMBLER. 


His Skill at Cards Made Him Worth at 
One Time $500,000. 

Louisville Commercial; Robert J. Pember- 
ton, 71 years oid, died at his boarding-house 
on East street yesterday ufternoon. The de- 
ceased was at one time recognized as of of 
the most successful gambiers in the South or 
West. He was a genuine sport in every 
sense of the word, and his knowledge of 
cards and other gambling devices made him 


n fortune that at one time was estimated to 


be more than $500,000. Unlike other gamblers, 
he made investments in real estate, which 
in time enhanced in value, aad this specula- 
tion alone made bim rich. He was one of 
the few gamblers who never met with re- 
verses. is losses were light, while his gains 
were always great. Pemberton never mar- 
ried and had no relatives in the city. He 
came from one of the interior counties, where 
he has two married sisters who survive him. 

It is told of Pemberton that while on the 
way from New Orleans his winnings at poker 
for the trip were $15,000. ce in a in 
this city he raked in $9,000 in a single jackpot. 
He also bet several years ago $10,000 on a 
race horse in which he was interested. The 
horse won and Pemberton’s gain is said to 
have amounted to more than $30,000. Ten 
years ago he operated gambling houses in 
Indianapolis, St. Louis, and Louisville. 

A story is told 
of im when he won $10 from a friend while 
standing at the corner of Fourth and Jeffer- 
son streets. Two ladies passed walking rap- 
idly and evidently in a hurry to overtake 
some one a block away. Pemberton’s favor- 
ite color was yellow, and in every horse race 
where he won thé jockey was 
dressed in that color. His poker 
chips of high value were vellow and he 
always played with a pack of cards with yel- 
low backs, and his handkerchiefs and neck- 
ties were yellow. One of the ladies that 
passed was dressed in yellow, the other pink, 
and Pemberton bet his friend $10 that the 
lady of his choice would reach the next cross- 
ing several feet ahead of her companion. 
He won the bet, as the lady was half a block 
in the lead when Third street was reached. 

Since gambling was broken up in Louis- 
ville Pemberton had lived a retired life, 
though at any time he was ready to wager 
money on anything. 

He leaves quite a fortune, the exact 
amount of which is unknown, but it is 
thought to be more than $50,000. Two weeks 
ago he was taken sick. At first his case was 
not considered serious, but he grew worse. 
He remarked just before his death: ‘Well, 
Iam living on borrowed capital and cannot 
last ne. Three score and ten is the limi 
and I have overreached it a little, so 
shouldn't kick.“

| WEBSTER’SGREATSPEECH 


COL, INGERSOLCL’S CRITICISM OF MR. 
CURTI®’ HISTORY, 


George Ticknor Curtis’ Reply to Ingersoll’s 
Sliurring Remarks—If There Ever Was 
an Extemporaneous Speech in the 
Proper Sense Webster's Keply te Bayne 
Was One—A Multitade of Witnesses 
Testify to the Truth of History in the 

In the Sun of the 15th inst. are some re- 
marks of Col. Ingersoll on extemporary 
speaking, in the course of which the follow- 
ing reference is made to Webster’s famous 
reply to Hayne: 

Why, the speech which we read now is not in 
form, though it is in spirit, the address which 
Webster really delivered. spent many days 
in carefully revising and writing out the speech, 
and the published speech is Webster's revision 
and not the actual speech heard in the Senate 
chamber. ’ 

1. Lhaveconversed with Mr. Webster 
great many times concerning the circum- 
stances under which he made that celebrated 
speech, and the kind and degree of prepara- 
tion which he made for it. He always told 
me that it was most unexpected to him to 
have to reply to Hayne on the doctrines of 
nullification; and the account which I have 
given of the history of the debate is the one 
which I received from him. I have also con- 
versed with many of the Senators and with 
many of the great audience who heard the 
speech, and they all said that if there ever 
was, in the proper sense, an extemporan- 
cous speech, that one was. 

2. Mr. Joseph Gales, senior editor of the 
National Intelligencer, the best stenographer at 
that time in Washington, himself took down 
the speech in shorthand as it was delivered, 
and afterward wrote it out. This draft was 
submitted to Mr. Webster before an author- 
ized edition of the speech was printed, and 
the best proof that the speech, as we now 
read it in Mr. Webster’s works, was both in 
„ torm“ and io spirit“ the speech that was 
actually made in thé Senate, is that it does 
not follow the order or treatment of the 
topics sketched in the only written prepara- 
tion which Mr. Webster made. Mr. Gales 
pointed this out to me himseif. Doubtiess in 
revising the speech Mr. Webster changed 
some expressions, but he did not change the 
form of the speech as Mr. Gales reported it. 

3. When I was writing the life of Mr. Web- 
ster I had before me the only brief, or notes, 
that he sketched hurriedly the night before 
the speech was made. Ihe whole was con- 
tained on three sheets of letter paper of the 
size in use at that day, and it did aot exceed

Mrs. Frances James, widow of George 
Payne Rainsford James (English novelist and 
bistorian and historiographer royal in the 
reign of William IV.), was taken ill at her 
home here a short time ago. She is now con- 
valescent, but her extreme age—she is almost 
a N the hope that she can survive 

ng. | 

Born in Loudon, Sept. 14, 1800, she was the 
daughter of Dr. Thomas, a celebrated physi- 
cian of Welsh parentage. She was married 
to Mr. James in 1828, and their nuptials were 
truly a uniou of beauty and intelleet, destined 
to be blessed with tue richest fruits of con- 
genial tastes and pursuits. That was so lonz 
ago that all the history of immediate impor- 
tance to the people of the present day hes 
been made since then, and we biusning bride 
of over sixty years ago is snowy-haired and 
bent with age; but in the gentie and placid 

resence. of this venerable lady, and 

u her tones and words, there are traces and 
echoes of a past which appeal to the duliest 
imagination. After the union of Frances 
Thomas to the brilliant and gifted man whose 
powers were recognized already in the world 
of letters as of no common order, who was 
the friend and peer of Irving and of Scott 
and their brilliant coterie, but who was yet 
to win the title of The Dumas of English 
Fiction,” the fortunate stars of love, genius, 
and fame cast their benignant light upon the 
pair for many happy years. They spent in 
Europe two decades together. Mr. James 
enga in the voluminous literary labors 
which made him tte most popular author of 
his day and country, his wife accompanying 
him in pleasant journeyings on the continent 
from time to time. 

The French revolution of 1830 found them 
in Paris, Mr. and Mrs. James’ arrival being 
simultaneous with the issuance of the famous 
ordinances of Charles X. They narrowly 
escaped the arms of thé insurgents, and left 
Paris on the last passport issued. A portion 
of their baggage, left behind in the hurry of 
departure, became part of a street barricade, 
but was returned to them subsequently with 
a polite note. 

After a number of years spent in traveling 
or in residence in France and Italy Mr. and 
Mrs. James and their children came to Amer- 
ica, Mr. James having been appointed British 
Consul at Norfolk, Va. There they shared 
those impressions of American hfe which 
subsequently came to the surface in 
two of the noted uthor’s works. 
They lived subsequen at Richmond, 
Va., the consulate having been 
removed thither in 1856. In 1858 Mr. James 
was appointed Consul-General for the ports 
of the Adriatic, and they took up their resi- 
dence at Venice, where Mr. James died in 
1860 ang where he lies buried. Four years 
after the death of her distinguished husband 
Mrs. James returned to America and came to 
Eau Claire, accompanied by her family. 
From Venice to the pineries of Wisconsin! 
From che enchanted realm of fancy and ro- 
mance to the practicalities of Western life 
a quarter of a century ago! The transition 
was one of those uprootings of 
the tendrils of affection and . associa- 
tion which rend the heart-strings 
as few other experiences can. The romance 
of her life was over, but the cheerful con- 
stancy of an amiable and courageous disposi- 
tion and a vigorous intellect carriea Mrs. 
James through the trials which awaited her. 
She retains to the last a lively interest in 
current affairs and her mental faculties re- 
main. unim Her means have main- 
tained her in comfort, and she receives a 


pension from the British Goverument. 


Mrs. James has been the mother of eight 
children, of whom but two, a son and a 
daughter, are living. One son died in the 
Service during the war. The surviving son 
is Charles L. James of this city, 
a man of extraordinary. . eccentricities 
and great literary accomplishments 
and ot some note as an exponent 
of anarchism. Charies L. James is a pa- 
cific Anarchist,“ advocating revolution only 
on the proviso that the abrogation ofall gov- 
ernment can be accomplished peacefully, but 
his unaccountabie affiliation with this cause 
has been a source of sorrow to his venerabie 
mother. There were many elements of the 
pathetic in the picture presented, in the little 
home they once occupied together here, by 
the widow and the son of the famous author 
who died in Venice thirty yearsago. There 
might be seen the aged lady, her white 
hairs bowed under the burden of years and 
sorrows, lost in mournful recollections of the

Frances James, in all * must be 
nearing the last of earth, though there are 
no apparent signs of approaching dissolution 
aside from the naturai infirmities of age 
which usually accompany the burden of a 
score of years less than those which hers 
now number. Her death will remove one of 
the few remaining actors in and spectators 
of a period ot great literary and political in- 
terest, and itis believed that among her pa- 
pers will be found literary remnants of con- 
siderable importance and value.

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WARM TIME IN THE HOUSE 


MEMBERS EARNESTLY DISCUSS 
ELECTION BILL. 


Mr. McAdoe of New Jersey Speaks Against 


the Bill—Congressman Henderson of 


Iowa Makes = Streng Argument in 
Favor of a Free Ballot and a Fair 
Couat—A Southern Kepublican Op- 
poses the Bill—Other Washington 
News. 


There was pleaty of electricity in the House 
today during the debate on the Federal Eiec- 
tion bill. Mr. McAdoo made a sort ot statue- 
of-liberty speech against the bill. Mr. Me- 
Adoo represents one of the Northern dis- 
tricts where the law may be applied with the 
certainty of cutting down the Democratic 
majority, for it is in the Jersey City district 
that the Bourbons perpetrated such tremen- 
dous frauds that they nearly got ashamed of 
it themselves. Mr. McComas of Maryland, 
a Southera member of great force of 
character, put the Democrats on 
the gridiron and kept them there 
through his whole speech. A chance 
remark about South Carolina methods caused 
the fine old Southerner, Tillman of South 
Carolina, to squirm. Tillman is a brother of 
Col. Ben Tillman, who is the head of the 
Farmers’ Alliance in the State, which threat- 
ens to overturn the regular Democratic party. 
He gave his Bourboru colleagues great comfort 
by declaring that a local quarrel did not 
mean any revolt from the Democratic party. 
Tilman is one of the open advocates of 
“white supremacy.” Mr. Biand of Mis- 
souri, was also made unhappy by McComas’ 
sarcasm and sbook his fist dangerously 
at the Maryland member. Amos Cum- 
mings of New York, has felt bad ever since 
Speaker Reed formulated the new rules, and 
a good deal of the speech he made against 
the bill was aimed at the personality of the 
Speaker. Col. Henderson ot Iowa in sup- 
porting che measure made a speech that was 
as remarkable for its moderation as for its 
earnestness. He travestied the cry of crimi- 
nals always and everywhere “ Let us alone,“ 
and showed how tne ballot- box burgiars were 
seeking to apply itto the present situation. 
The Democrats thought they played their 
trump card when Mr. Buckalew yielded most 
of his hour toEwartof North Carolina. Ewart 
is a Republican, but he has many grievances. 
The President has not given him enough 
patronage, the party has not legislated solely 
with an eye to his district, and so on. Some 
of the points he made against the bill were 
undoubtedly entitled to respect, but his 
Vr was marred by personal references to 

Lodge. However, he held the close at- 
tention of his Republican colleagues from the 
North, who were curious to know what ob- 
— * Southern Republicans could have to 
the bill. 

Mr. McComas (Maryland) reviewed the 
various election contests during the present 
Congress to show the necessity for the pas- 
sage of such a law. The Democrats talked 
about the people as the fountain of power 
and the gentleman from New Jersey (Mr. 
McAdoo) bad talked a great deal about home 
rule. He called their attention to the condi- 
tion of affairs in Maryland asone of the 
many instances in which power was being 
taken from the. people. 

Mr. Bland. of Missouri twitted Mr. Mc- 
Comas for having takeu away from the biack 
men of the District of Columbia the power of 
local government and of suffrage and never 
giving it to them ain. This soon resulted 
in an uproar on the floor, Mr. Bland and M 
shouting at the top of their 
voices, amid tne applause of their colleagues 
and of the galleries. 

Mr. Henderson ot Iowa read from the 
speech of Mr. Hemphill the passage declar- 
ing the whites must either rule or leave the 
South, and that they would notleave it. He 
wanted no further proof than that declara- 
tion that the biacks of South Carolina would 
not be allowed to exercise the rights guaran- 
teed by the Constitunon. This declaration 
meant defiance of the will of the majarity 
and defiance of the Constitution. He felt 
warranted in saying that it was as dangerous 
as armed rebellion, and he meant it. 

He then read from an interview in which 
Representative Mills was quoted as saying 
the passage of tha bill meant an increased 
number of deaths among Federal election 
officers in the South. He did not know if 
this were true; but if 80, it was another defi- 
ance. The shotgun, the dagger, was to pro- 
tect the South from constitutionally enacted 
laws if they interfered with Democratic 
political control. He served notice that the 
country would no longer submit to the rule 
ofa minority. Before God, he declared, that 
Grover Cleveland had had no right to his 
seat in the White House, and that the Demo- 
cratic party had not had an honest majority 
in the House in twenty-five years. He 
wanted to say that before he should consent

There were men in 
tbe South who hated the negroes and abused 
them. Sometimes they were punished, and 
sometimes not. But the entire people of the 
South shoula not be blamed for the acts of a 
few lawless men. He was sick and tired of 
the sentimental talk of the negro problem. 
There was no such problem. It was a 
delusion to suppose the negro 
was voting the Republican ticket solidly. He 
was doing nothing of the kind. Many of 
them were voting the Democratic ticket, 
and it was getting more and more difficult 
every year for the Republican party to con- 
trol the negro. He had no hesitation in say- 
ing that not three-tenths of the negroes of 
the South would vote for the Republican 
party if an election were held tomorrow.

COST OF CONSTRUCTING THE CANAL. 


Capt. Marshall Submits His Report in Re- 
gard to Hennepin. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28.—The Secre- 
tary of War today transmitted to the House 
the final report of Capt. M. L. Marshall, the 
engineer officer in charge of the work, upon 
the location, plan, and estimated cost of con- 
structing the Hennepin Canal. The cost of 
the work, with 10 per cent added for con- 
tingencies, is, forthe main line, $5,067,562, 
and for the feeder line $1,838,398, 
making a total of $6, 925, 960. 
Capt. Marshall recommends that to 
secure the full benefits to de derived from 
the canal the IIlinois and Michigan Canal 
should be enlarged to whe capacity of the 
Government canal, otherwise the proposed 
Canali will be simply a local highway of im- 
portance to its immediate neighborhood, but 
regarded asa National highway of but com- 
paratively smali significance. Capt. Mar- 
shall, in concinsion, states that tne canal 
cannot. be of such value to commerce as it 
would be were tne line throughout of greater 
capacity. It is evident, he says, that the 
canal should be built as a public necessity, 
either by the Government or a private cor- 
poration.

date of the definite location of the company’s 
road. The Secretary says: 


It is a subject for legislative control—if it can 
be controlled at all. A large portion of the lands 
now unpatented lie in the States of Kansas and 
Nebraska and have already passed into the 
hands of innocent purchasers from the railroad 
company. They are being cultavated by the citi- 
zens of those States for farms and on them the 
homes of the peopie have been established. 

Delay in giving these settlers full title to lands 
they have fully paid for and improved cannot be 
justified. 

This railroad was built on time and has com- 
plied. so far as is known, with all the conditions 
of the land grant. 

No reason is deemed to exist, therefore, why 
the Secretary should not proceed now to deliver 
to the Union Pacific company the lands which 
have been earned, and it is bis intention to cer- 
tify these lists, commencing at the eastern por- 
tion of unpatented lands in Kansas and Nepras- 
ku. If there is any objection existing on the 
part of Congress, this action may be prevented 
by any resolution or act that mag be controlling 
in its effect.

Mount VERNON, Ia., June 8.— [Special. 
Corneil College has completed its most suc- 
cessful year by graduating a fine large class 
of thirty-five young ladies and gentlemen. 
The attendance during the last year was the 
largest in the history of this institution, ag- 
gregating 643 students in all. The aim now 
is to reach the 1,000 point, and at the pres- 
ent rate of increase it will be reached in a 
few years.

These Figures Will Put the Garden City

: Names—A Daluth Enumerator Tells 
How He Increased Uis List—Minneapo- 
lis to Have a Recount. 


One million and eighty-five thousand is 
Mr. Gilbert’s guess, aud it is provable that 
the entry opposite Chicago ins the school 
geographies of 1891 will be pretty close to 
those figures. Itis a disappointment to a 
good many people who have been prophesy- 
ing weird figures like 1,300,000 and 1,400,000, 
but those who have made a study of the mat- 
ter reached about the same conclusion weeks 
ago. Still there is one straw for which the 
enthusiasts may strive. Mr. Gilbert’s esti- 
mate is based on the 436 books already re- 
turned and an approximation of the 106 not 
in.

The Count at Washington. 

The exact figures down to the last numeral 
will come from Washington, where they are 
counted on the counting machines. The 
method is described this way: 

As fast as the returns come in they are 
counted, although not as rapidly as they will 
be, for it is necessary to train’ the operators 
in the use of the machines. In making this 
count, wnich is known as the “rough count,”’ 
the returhs for each district are counted 
twice. After being counted on one machine 
they are passed over to another, and when 
the latter count is completed the two are 
compared, and if there are discrepancies 
necessary corrections are made. Following 
this method, if the total population of the 
country is 60,000,000 there will be counted in 
the Census Office 120,000,000 names. 

The machines, which. are the invention of 
Mr. Hollerith, and supplement his tabulat- 
ing machines, are very simple. A keyboard 
resembling that of a typewriter is at the 
right of the operator. Each key has a ＋ 

bet, from one to twenty. The operator fas a 
pile of census sheets at her left side, and as 
she turns the schedules over she notes the 
figures which indicate the numberof mem- 
bers in each family enumerated in that sched- 
ule. If thereare five members in a family 
she strikes a key marked five. When a 
key is struck an electrical connection is es- 
tablished with the hands on a dial in the 
framework in front of the operator. That 
dial is marked No. 5, which means that it re- 
cords the number of families consisting of 
five persons. Each time the No. 5 key is 
struck No. 5 dial records one. When the 
count 1s compieted the recorded number on 
each dial is multiplied by thé number of the 
dial, the results are added up, and the total 
number of individuals in that district is as- 
certained. If the same result is obtained by 
a different operator then it is concluded that 
the count is correct. It is expected that by 
the use of these machines the results of the 
census will be known much sooner than they 
could be by any other known method.

A Dulath Enumerator Tells How He In- 
creased Censug Returns. 

West Superior, Wis., June 28.—[(Spe- 
cial.}|—Your correspondent today inter- 
viewed Andrew Graneggen, the Duluth 
enumerator who made the surprising affl- 
davit published yesterday.

For a while it was pretty hard to say which 
side was going to win the battle yesterday 
at the meeting of the Board of Trade mem- 
bers in the call-board room. At first the 
friends of the directory had it all their own 
way after Secretary Stone bad read the new 
rule and President Baker had read a list of 
elevators declared to be regular by the Ware- 
house Committee. They were: the Galena, 
Air Line, Union, Fulton, St. Paul, City, Iowa, 
Armour, Rock Island A. and B., Santa Fe A, 
Central A, B and Annex, ana Illinois River. 
Mr. Schuyler of the committee made a 
forma report of how the committee 
found things. 

R. W. Dunham inguired if any one could 
explan why the elevator men had withdrawn 
weir bonds. : | 

H. W. Rogers replied: . Because the board 
enacted supplementary requirements after 
the applications were filed. 

This is the elevator men’s grievance. Mr. 
Dunham inquired it Mr. Rogers had filed his 
application prior to the publication of the 
pewrule. President Baker said “No.” Mr. 
Rogers made a speech denouncing the con- 
duct ot the board. 

George Nichols moved thatthe board re- 
fuse to allow the request of those warehouse- 

men who wanted to withdraw their bonds, 
and John S. Hanna putin another motion to 
refer the whole matter to a committee. Just 
then A. E. Neely arose and went for tne 
board and he appealed to their love of fair 
He wanted to know if he hadn’t been 
onorabie in his dealings asa warehouse- 
man and whether it was right to declare it 
irregular just because near it he maintained 
a cleaning establishment, when by it 
be had kept the low-grade grain mar- 
ket from bumping on the bottom. 
He declared the action of the directors was 
“an unmitigated outr and a good many 
degan to side with Mr. Neely. 
It looked asif the directors were going to 
score a defeat, but Mr. Pope threwin from 
center field *＋ in time to catch Mr. Neely at 
tue plate. He rose to inquire if this wasn’t 
the first time the warehouses had ever tried 
to raise storage rates; and Mr. Dunham fol- 
lowed this up by saying that in every busi- 
ness the expenses were being continually re- 
duced except at Washington. “Tnat will get 
ieft this fall.“ he added, and this rap at the 
_MeKinley bill was uproariously applauded. 
Then Mr. Pope came in again, and with 
smooth oratory succeeded in getting the 
board to agree to indorse the administration, 
and also to get President Baker to appoint a 
committee of three, who shall report to the 
board some future day the equities of tne 
elevator men’s side of the case. :

HOW MUCH DID THE RAILROAD LOSEY 


It Is Estimated That the Strike Cest the 
Iilinois Central $1,000 an Heur. 

Now that the Illinois Central strike is over 
the officials will sit down ana figure up tiie 
loss. The strike took place at the most in- 
opportune time, as a large quantity of per- 
ishable freight was in transit, mucb of it be- 
Ing a total loss. Just now the road is a sort 

of clearing-house, where freight is being dis- 

posed of to the best advantage. Where a 
_shipper of perishable freight had not re- 

ceived part payment from the consignee the 

road deals with him in settlement of his 

clam. Where tne shipper had drawn on the 

consignee the goods are considered to belong 
to the buyer, whose claim is heard. 

„We shall not Know what the losses of the 
company have been until after all the claims 
have come in,” said General Freight Agent 
Horace Tucker yesterday. You see we 

are better off than if the strike had extended 
clear to Cairo at the ‘outset. The employés 
onthe lower part of the road did not go out 
until two days after the men uphere. That 
gave us a chance to dispose of some of our 

ishabie freight to other roads 

Centralia. Wune the law does 
not compel us to pay for all this freight we 
shali settie in full with every patron of the 
road. No one can even guess at the loss the 
Yoad has suffered until the claims are ad- 
justed. Our refrigerator cars were left at 
the ends of divisions and were kept full of 
ice. so that the loss on their contents is 
slight. There was considerable freight in 

E ted cars that we will have to pay 
for. 

The losses of tne road on perishable 
freight are confined principally to live stock, 
vegetables, fruits, butter, and eggs. At 
nearly every station between Chicago and 
Centralia cars have been -side-tracked. 
Eleven cars of Georgia watermelons—1,000 
melons to the car—are standing near water- 
tanks along the road, the fruit spoiling. 

In the case of live stock the animals were 
turned loose in pastures. They are now be- 

ing gathered up and sent to the consignees. 

A rough estimate of the road’s loss places 
the amount at $1,000 an hour, and, as the 
, Strike lasted 103 hours, the loss would thus 
reach $103,000. The wages of the strikers 

will be paid for the time they were idle. 

In the passenger de ment of the road 
there is but little confusion resulting from 
the strike. People who bad through tickets 
either had to wait until the trains started 
— gee or take some other line. In the matter 
of suburban traffic there will be few compli- 
-" cations. The regular commutation tickets are 
Food until used, while individual monthly 


» tickets are not held by more than 200 people. 


Regarding these monthly tickets the passen- 


ger department is now deliberating. It may, 


be decided to give the holders of tickets 
enough transportation to make up for the 
rides lost during the strike.

ALL BANKS ARE INTERESTED. 


An Important Decision Concerning the Dis- 
honoring of Checka. 

A question in which ail the banks in Chi- 
cago are deeply interested was decided by 
Judge Tuley about two weeks ago. May 23, 
1888, Ehrman Bros. drew a check on the 
banking firm of Herman Schaffner & Co. for 
$249. This check was presented through the 
Ciearing-House to the bank and payment was 
refused because Ehrman Bros. dia not appear 
to have sufficient funds. The fact, however, 
was that the bookkeeper of the bank inad- 
vertently credited $75 deposited by Ebrman 
Bros. to the account of Ehman brea: the 
two accounts adjoiaing each other on the 
bank books. This error made the account of 
Ehrman Bros. about $50 less than the amount 
of the check. The error was not discovered 
until the following day. 

Khrman Bros. brought suit the same day 
against Herman Schaffner & Co. for $25,000 
damages. The cause was submitted to Judge 
Tuley without a jury. Judge Tuley held that 
the evidence showed conclusively that Her- 
man Schaffner & Co. did all that honorable 
bankers could do to remedy the mistake and 
that the error was an accidental one, and 
that the testimony of LymanJ. Gage and 
other prominent bankers showed that such 
errors occurred in the business of all banks 
and that it was impossible to avoid them. 
Judge Tuley, however, held that under tne 
English cases the law was well settled that 
a depositor whose check had been dis- 
honored by a bank, no matter how in- 
nocent the bank may have been, was 
entitled to recover not merely nominal dam- 
ages, but actual and substantial damages, 
and the depositor was not required to prove 
that he had sustained actual and substantial 
damages. The court further held that the 
intent was not material, and that although 
Herman Schaffer & Co. were perfectly in- 
nocent and acted in the utmost good faitn, 
yet the depositors were entitied to more than 
nominal damages. One of the English cases 
cited allowed as much as $1,000 for the 
refusal to pay an check, and guided by 
this case Judge Tuley allowed Ehrman Bros. 


The bankers of Chicago became deeply in- 
terested in the question because it was an 
error that is of frequent occurrence, and if 
they were to be beid liable for such clerical 
errors they would be compelled to come to 
some different understanding with their 
depositors. The First National, Metropoli- 
tan, Union, Corn Exchange, Chicago, Mer- 
chants’, and several ocher banks have united 
for the purpose of having the cause appealed 
to the Supreme Court of this State in order 
to have that tribunal determine whether a 
depositor is entitled to actual and substantial 
damages without proof that he has sustained 
such “pp ~ The original case was sub- 
mitted to Judge Tuley under the Speedy 
Justice act, from which there is no appeal. 
In order to induce Ehrman Bros. to permit 
an appeal, so that the question could be pre- 
sented to the Supreme Court, the judgment 
was voluntary increased from $300 to $450, 
which judgment was entered yesterday by 
Judge Tuiey, and an appeal wastaken. Mr.

Oxx of our Eastern exchanges makes the 
observation, which is confirmed by the 
statements of barkeepers, that there is a 
noticeable falling off in the number of Amer- 
icans who call for straight alcoholic drinks.

Tun Louisiana Senate has outdone the 
House in shameless greed. The latter body 
passed the Lottery bill to prey on 
the weak and poor of the Union for 
twenty-five years, in consideration of 
an annual million dollar oribe and 
the promise from the lottery swindlers of an 
advance of $2,000,000 in 1890 and 1891 without 
interest, which is tantamount to that much 
addimon to the bribe. The majority of tre 
committee in the Senate already has amended 
tte House bill by making the amount 
of the slush fund to be paid annu- 
ally $1,250,000 instead of $1,000,000, and 
providing that the extra quarter of a 
million dojlars shali go’ into the general fund 
of the State, thus making the gross amount of 
the bribe $31,250,000 instead of $25,000,000, It 18 
needless to say that the bill will pass the 
Senate in this form and that the House will 
sain Now, wiiat does Congress propose to 
do about continuing tus use of the mails to 
carry /the money of the fools to the knaves?

THE TALK OF SECRETARY BLAINE RE- 
SIGNING. 

A Washington dispatch in yesterday’s 
Tripune said there were rumors in that 
city that Secretary Blaine would not remain 
long a member of the Cabinet. The reason 
given by an alleged insider “ was that 


Mr. Blaine is ambitious of representing the 
conservative thought of the country, and of his 
own party in particular, upon the tariff and other 
matters of National interest. He cannot con- 
sistently do this and remain a member of an Ad- 
ministration which radically. differs from him, 
and for this reason the prediction is freely made 
that withima brief period he will tender his 
resignation as a member of the President's po- 
litical household. 


This is not a likely story. There is no evi- 

dence that there is any difference of opinion 
on any subject between the Secretary and 
the President. It is evident that the former 
does not agree with the policy of a compact 
knot of Congressmen who have forced the 
McKinley bill, raising duties for the benefit 
of special persons, through the House and 
hope to put it through the Senate. But that 
is no reason why he should give up a position 
to which the President called him, with the 
full approval of the Republican party of the 
Nation. . 
Should there be a disagreement on a ques- 
tion of policy between certain Republicans 
belonging to tne legislative branch of the 
Government ana those belonging to the ex- 
ecutive branch, it is for the Republicans as a 
whole to decide whom they will support. In 
this instance they appear to ve rallying 
around Mr. Blaine with practical unanimity. 
His views about using sugar and coffee as a 
means of prying open the markets of South 
and Central America, Mexico, and the West 
India Islands to the products of the Ameri- 
can farmer and manufacturer are taking a 
strong hold on the public mind. They are 
looked on as practical by Democrats as well 
as Republicans. 

The importance to this country of the 
Latin-American trade was realized first by 
Mr. Blaine when Secretary of State under 
Garfielc. Recalled to office by President 
Harrison, he has taken up the subject again, 
and has presented it to the peopie in so clear 
& form that all understand it, Having gone 
so far and done so much, it is nonsense to 
tulk of his withdrawal from public life when 
his country needs his services that he may 
finish what he has begun. There will be a 
universal protest if he retires from office 
because he cannot agree with Maj. McKin-

render to Spain, Brazil, and other nations

gold and silver. The process of draining 
this country of its stock of the precious 


averted by some such pian as that suggested 
by Mr. Blaine must end in financial trouble, 
The monetary strength of the country rests 
on the precious metals. Take away that 
basis and in spite of what the fiatiste may 
say, panics and weakness and high rates of 
interest supervene. For practical and for 
sentimental reasons it is essential that the 
traffic between this country and the Latin- 
American nations should be an exchange of 
products, instead of tne purchase of the 
products of the latter with the gold and sil- 
ver of the former. 

As there is a chance of doing so much good 
in spite of une pig-headed or interested oppo- 
sition of the McKinleyites, who cannot 
see that the remission of sugar duties by the 
United States without conditions would be 
followed by export duties by Cuba and Bra- 
zil, as Was the case with coffee by Brazil. It 
never would do for Mr. Blaine to take his 
hand from thé plow at this stage of things. 
He enlisted for the war, and he must serve 
out his full term. His policy when carried 
out will add enormously tothe farmers’ mar- 
kets, as well as to the demand for American 
manufactures. 


THE MAYOR AND DALY. 
An evening paper which is considered the 
semi-official organ of the Municipal Aaminis- 
trauon has the following: 


Maurice Daly, the defaulting and absconding 
water-office clerk, was brougtt back from Kansas 
City by a couple of Central Stauon detectives 
this moPhing. Daly, who tells a long story about 
losing his monéy in a pool-room, is now locked up 
at the Central Station. The city autborittes-ex- 
pect to recover the lost cash from the pool-room 
proprietors by means of legal proceedings. 


This is very good. The city officials permit 
the pool-rooms to ply their nefarious business 
in open defiance of the law, but when a clerk 
of the municipal department is fleeced in one 
of these ignored“ helis” the city authorities 
determine to recover from the pool-room pro- 
prietors by legal proceedings the cash 
out of which he was robbed. But how is it 
in the case of clerks of private houses 
swindled in those protected tiers“ gens! 
What is their remedy? Can they get their 
money back by legal or other proceed- 
ings? Daly’s story surely nas in it 
a moral by which the Mayor may 
profit. As long as he permits the gam- 
bling-houses, pool-rooms, and faro-rooms 
to run wide open the Maurice Dalys will 
blow in city funds or employers’ cash there. 
In order to make good their own losses they 
will steal from their employers and thus 
pave the way to the penitentiary. The ruin 
of scores of promising young men is actom- 
plished daily in those gambling-houses, which’ 
exist here only because of the weakness, 
faithlessness, or corruption of the civic au- 
thorities, 

How can the Mayor with cases like this 
before him continue daily to shut his eyés to 
what is going on? Why does he not enforce 
the law! Why does ne not dismiss the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney, who was the lawyer for 
the pool-room proprietors and who now re- 
fuses to prosecute them because in his police- 
court legal wisdom he affects to doubt the 
validity of the law? 

Daly’s case reveals a state of things dis- 
graceful to the City Administration and 

also to the city. What power have the 
pool-room proprietors over the City Adminis- 
tration which enables them to rob unwary 
young men with impunity and to send scores 
of promising young men on their way to the 
jail every week, and nota few, perhaps, on 
their way to the gallows? Itis a bad state 
of affairs, surely.

ARE THOSE EX-ALDERMANIC AFFIDAVITS 
| GENUINE ? 

During the last week the readers of Tuz 
TRIBUNE have been edified by the perusal of 
three alleged affidavits. In two of them two 
ex-Aldermen appeared as swearing that they 
had agreed with Michael Cassius McDonald 
to vote for the Lake street L.“ road fran- 
chise for $3,000 each, but that they had only 
received $1,300 each and were anxious to col- 
lect the remainder. In the third affidavit the 
two Aldermen were made to unite in swear- 
ing that eleven of their associates also got 
money for voting for the same franchise, the 
amount each is alleged to have been prom- 
ised being set forth. This is quite interest- 
ing reading for the citizens of the second 
largest city in the United States, and the 
third largest among English-speaking peo- 
ples. It is calculated to tone down their 
pride somewhat.

It will have its own opinion 
as to whether these two ex-Aldermen actually 
did agree to sell their votes for three thou- 
sand dollars each, and got angry because a 
smarter rogue cheated them out of more than 
half the boodle.

without buying some of them. There is a 
general impression that, great as was the 
corruption in the old boodie County Board 
a few years ago, it did not exceed whut ex- 
ists in the Council, because the opportunities 
for corruption are so much greater in the 
last-named body.

The best cure would ve by creating a state 
of public sentiment in the tough wards which 
would not send to the Council men who go 
there ready and anxious to yield to tempta- 
uon, and whose first question is, When 
will the corruption begin?“ and who ask 
about every ordinance, Is there anything in 
it?” At present an Alderman suspected of 
boodiimg does not become odious in many of 
the tough wards. That little thing does not 


‘stand in the way of his reélection in such 


wards. If more voters thought boodling a 
crime there would be less of it. 

There is one theoretic standard of moral- 
ity. Practieally there are several. Most 
men think it wrong to steal from a fellow 
being. Many think it is not so bad to steal 
from the United States Government, or a 
municipality, or a corporation. Most men 
admit it is a wrong for a person to sell prop- 


erty which belongs to another and pocket 


the proceeds. Many Chicago voters in the 
tough waras do not see that it is wrong for 


their Aldermen to sell a city franchise be- ) 


longing toa speculative corporation and pock- 
et the proceeds, When they do reach that 
higher, plane of morality they will cease 
sending the kind of men to the Council who 
do such things. Until then boodlers steadily 
will get in theré and wax fat at the expense 
of the public. 


WYOMING BORN INTO THE UNION. 
The Senate tas passed the House bill for 


the admission of Wyoming to the Union 
with afew trifling amendments, certain to 
be accepted by the latter body, so that the 
admission is now a foregone conciusion. The 
people of this youngest of all the Territories 
have accepted it as such, and are occu- 
pying their time with cannon-firing, bell- 
ringing, wuistle- blowing, band-playing, rock- 
et-shooting, real estate-booming, and other 
outward manifestations of inward hilarity. 
Wyoming makes the forty-third State in the 
Union. There were originally only thirteen. 
Thirty have been addea. 0 

Though the youngest of the Territories, the 
hundred thousand Wyomingers have a good 
deal to say for themselves. In area they 
have a good chunk of a State, 365 
miles from east to west and 275 mules 
from north to south, bigger than all New Ea- 
gland ana Indiana together, with one county 
as big as Massachusetts, New Jérsey, Deia- 
ware, and Rhode Isiand combined. Speaking 
of “ Little Rhody,” the Wyoming correspond- 
entof the St. Louis Globe- Democrat, who has 
collated much interesting information about 
the new State, says the favorite measure- 
ment of the Wyomingers is ninety-seven 
times bigger than Rhode Islaud.“ The unit 
l with a string of zeros after it indicates 
their resources, for they have 100,000 
people, 100,000 square miles of territory, 
$100,000,000 in wealth, $1,000,000 in cattle, 
$1,000,000 in sheep, and $1,000,000 worth of 
school-houses, and they have used the latter 
to such good purpose that their percentage of 
illiteracy was smaller than that of any other 
State or Territory in the Union in 1880, for 
proof of which they proudly point to the 
census. . 

W yoming’s mineral resources are far from 
being developed. Its mines thus far have 
yielded about $5,000,000, but now that the 
Indians have been forced out of the interior 
prospecting will begin. As to the live-stock 
outlook the same correspondent says: 


The great companies have been sbatcered. 
The great herds have been divided. There is to- 
day in Wyoming an order of things entirely dif- 
ferent from that which preyaued in 1885. The 
small stockman has come in. He has located 
bis homestead in the valleys slong the water 
courses. There, by irrigation, he raises what he 
wants, while his bunch of stock grazing on the 
piaias around bim is making him well-to- 


do by the natural increase. Wyom- 
ing seems to have struck her normal 
gait toward prosperity. The small 


stockman, with his irrigated farm in the vailey 
and his cattle on the free range, is the true type. 
There are 3,000 irrigating ditches in the State. 
They draw water from 600 different streams. 
They are 5.000 miles long. They water 2,000,000 
acres. The total investment in irrigation work 
up to this time is $10,000,000. The small stock- 
men have got past the experimental stage. They 
have made an unqualified success of their valley 
farms, and they know just what the free grazing 
is worth to them, 


Coal is inexhaustible, and a million and a 
half of tons are mined annually along the 
Union Pacitic. Petroleum goes with the 
coal, and the oil region is estimated to be 800 
miles long by 100 wide. In two counties 
there are 100 salt lakes, and iron, copper, and 
tin are to be found in its mountains. The 
only drawback to this glittering outlook is 
the insertion of woman suffrage in the new 
Constitution, as is shown by the following 
statement in the declaration of rights, as 
well as by a aistinct suffrage clause: 


In their inherent right to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness all members of the human 
race are equal. Since equelity in the enjoyment 
of natural and civil rights is made sure only 
through political equality the laws of this State 
affecting political rights and privileges of its cit- 
izens shall be without distinction of race, color, 
sex, or any circumstance or condition whatso- 
ever other than individual incompetency or un- 
worthiness duly ascertained by a court of com pe- 
tent jurisdiction. 


Thus far, however, the women have shown 
no desire to seize upon any office higher than 
that of School Superintendent, which may 
serve to allay apprehensions for the present 
at least of domestic revolution. The Capitai 
of the new State for the next ten years will 
be located at Cheyenne. 

Idaho wilt be the forty-fourth State, proba- 
bly before another week closes, and this will 
end the list for the present. The only Terri- 
tories left are Utah, Arizona, and New Mexi- 
co. The first named cannot be admitted into 
the sisterhood until it has purged itself thor- 
oughly of its present uncleanness. Its char- 
acter is such as not to entitle it to associate 
with the other sisters. New Mexico and 
Arizona have not applied for admission nor 
taken any of the necessary preliminary steps. 
When they come in it should be as one and 
the same State.

PAY THEM A ROYALTY. 

Mr. John W. Ela, the well-known attorney 
of this city, in discussing the international 
copyright question in the columns of a local 
paper, goes to its core. He finds that a book 
by an American author costs him from sev- 
enty-five cents to a dollar more than a similar 
book by a foreign autbor, owing to our copy- 
right law. As 10 per cent on the selling price 
of a book is considered fair compensation to 
an author, and the only object of a copyright 
law is to secure this compensation, he cannot 
see why the reader should have to pay a dol- 
lar more for a book to get ten or fifteen cents 
into the author’s pockets, and why it is not 
possible to legislate so that only the author’s 
ten or fifteen cents shall be added to the sell- 
ing price, instead of giving the publisher a 
dollar more 80 that he can pay the fifteen 
cents to the author, He suggests the foliow- 
ing as the only plan which secures just com- 
pensation to the author, no toll to the pub- 
lisher, ana no decrease in the number of 
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SALOONS AND LIVERY STABLES. 

An ex-Aiderman is tryme to start a saloon 
on Vernon avenue, near Thirty-fifth street.

The vroperty- 
owners of the neighborhood, without distinc-

At present the matter is purely in the hands 


of the Mayor. Hecan refuse the license or 
grant it, as be pleases. But the Council can 
take it out of his hands in part by passing an 
ordinance providing that no man shail be al- 
lowed to open a saloon in a residence zeigu- 
borhood unless he gets the consent of a cer- 
tain number of property-owners. A prece- 
dent already has been set. Week before last 
that Council passed the followiug ordinance: 


That it shall not be lawful for any person to lo- 
cate, build, construct, or keep a livery, boarding, 
and sale stable in any block in which a majorit 
of tue buildings are devoted to exclusive resi- 
dence purposes, within 200 feet of such resi- 
dences, on either side of the street, unless the 
owners of a majority of the lots in such block 
fronting or abutti on the street consent in 
writing to the location or construction of such 
livery stable therein; prov this ordi- 
oance shall not apply to livery, boarding, and 
sale stables now constructed and in operaton. 


It is well known that the owners of nice 
residence property object to the intrusion of 
a livery stable. it is not thought to bea 
desirable neighbor. It brings stable smells, 
extra flies, and horsy manners, and is not a 
good lounging place for children. Property- 
owners occasionaliy have been blackmailed 
by a man who would buy a lot in a good 
residence neighborhood, and then threaten 
unless bought off at a high price to start 6 
livery stable next to their front doors. The 
ordinance, therefore, isagood one. The only 
wonder is the Council passed it. 

It it is right to legisiate thus about a livery 
stabie, because it annoys private families and 
hurts the vaiue of residence property and is 
obnoxious as a next-door neighbor, why is not 
it right to pass a similar ordinance about gin- 
milis, which are more injurious and more ob- 
noxious? Why make flesh of one indus’.'y 
aod fowl of another? Is it because 
the Council swarms with saloonkeepers, 
and it would be impossible to put 
through a measure which barely touched 
the hem of their garments? Tne City Coun- 
cil illustrates in the most offensive form 
the evils of class rule, Every measure pre- 
sented there is looked at from the saloon 
point of view and meusured with the saloon 
yardstick. If it does not suit their high 
mightinesses, the saloonkeepers, it is given 
the go-by or sat down on. The entire legis- 
lation of this city rests on a saloon basis. 

Knowing this, city officers are slow to 
bring down on their heads the wrath of 
these whisky magnates and they do not vent- 
ure to enforce what ordinances there are reg- 
ulating saloons. Therefore the property- 
owners who are defenseless at present doubt- 
less will remain so and submit to see their 
property ruined. 


THE GOMPERS-POWDERBLY IMBROGLIO. 

Tne row between Samuel Gompers, Presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Labor, 
and Master Workman Powderly of the 
Kaights of Labor grows more in intensity as 
the thermometer waxes upward, and the 
passions of their respective facuons reflect 
in virulence the excesses of the heated term, 
It is a time for quiet, inaction, and fraternal 
harmony, but the brethren of labor are strik- 


ing sledge-hammer blows at each other, and 


every day witnesses a widening of tne breach 
in their ranks. 

So far as an outsider can see into the smoke 
and dust of the rival camps the cause for 
this contest lies in the personal greed, am- 
bition, and self-giorification of Mr. Samuel 
Gompers and the dissatisfaction of the hot- 
heads who train after him with the sensible 
and conservative methods of Mr. Powderly. 
Mr. Gompers has been elevated in his own 
esteem by reason of the role which he played 
in the recent strike of the Chicago carpen- 
ters. He came upon the scene when it 
was already a foregone conclusion that 
they would be successful, and upon 
that success he has traded ever since. 
Though he has not yet scored a 
victory for his federation, and has 
failed to advance the interests of the work- 
ingmeén in any particular, he has posed be- 
fore them as a champion and made up for 
the lack of results by bombast and loquacity, 
qualities which, itis sad to say, often com- 
mend the cheapest demagogue to the work- 
ing Classes. His charges against Mr. Pow- 
derly are precisely those which every fanat- 
ical agitator is accustomed to make against 
a thoughtful, earnest, and conservative 
leader who does not trade upon passion nor 
allow himseif to be carried away by excite- 
ment. He has charged Mr. Powderly witha 
want of sympathy with strikers, opposiuon 
to the eight-hour movement, and goilusioa 
with capitai to defeat the demanas of work- 
ingmen. These are the same charges, it will 
be remembered, whic were brought against 
Arthur of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers by the hot-heads of the Martin 
Irons sort, but Mr. Arthur bided his time 
and they were soon dissipated, and those 
who had made them fell into disgrace. 80 it 
will be in this case. Mr. Powderly isin the 
right, and time will confirm the wisdom of 
his policy and confute the folly of Gompers 
and his faction. All he nas to do is to give 
them rope enough and they will hang them- 
selves. 

The Knights of Labor in this contest are 
standing nobly by their leader and their 
ranks are increasing steadily. At the great 
Cooper Union meeting s few nights ago 
thousands were unable to gain admission, 
and, as might have been expected, Gompers 
failed to appear in reply to Mr. Powderly’s 
chalienge to meet him and discuss the ques- 
tions atissue. The following extract from 
the report of the meeting will show the spirit 
of Mr. Powderly’s discussion:

It is not the personal-use 
teatureof the recent Supreme Court decision

It is possible that this grant of powers to 
States may be abused, but the chance is so 
remote that Congress should not let it con- 
trol the action of the members. The latter 
should accept this plan of reconciling the 
police powers of the States with the power 
over commerce vested in Congress, and do it 
all the more readijy because the Supreme 
Court impliedly has given its approval.

Jouiet, III., June 28,—[Special]—For the 
~ second time within a weex the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific road has suffered a 
fatal and disastrous wreck in this city. This 
morning the sas City vestibule train, 
consisting of “Car, smoker, three 
passenger coaches, and one sleeper, due here 
at 8:14 o’clock, ran off a switch near 
the depot, making a total wreck of tne first 
passenger car, and partially destroying the 
one following. The engine, baggage car and 
. — kept on the main track, the other 
two crossed on to the next track, striking 
the top of one side of an iron bridge, three 
feet from the track, passing 120. feet, and 
failing on its side. In this car were the 
killed and wounded. The killed are: 


MRS. ANNIE LEVERTSON of Morris, III. 

MRS. OTIS F. PRATT of Joliet, III.

JupGE WING of Morris, fingers broken.

The wounded were taken tothe Hotel 
Royal, where physicians went to their relief. 

ne "dead were completely flattened, doubt- 

less by being dragged over the top ‘of the 


oS paduct bridge. Mrs. Severtson was denuded 


of clothing, and her heart was found a few 
feet from the car. Neither body was recog- 
nizabie. From Mrs. Pratt’s hand the under- 
taker took two rings which he was going to 
send to Morris for the purpose of identitica- 
tion, Mrs. Pratt having gotten on the train 
there. Mr. Pratt was at the wreck and was 
shown the rings, when he exclaimed: “ That 
is my wife’s wedd: ring.” He-did not 
know his wife was on train. 

The inquest will be hela Sunday, when the 
engineer, Isaac Fansworth of Chicago, and 

Conductor Danforth, also of Chicago, will be 


ed. 

The train had crossed the bridge and the 
engine and two cars passed over the viaduct, 
but the four rear cars left the track. The 
first car was overturned and dragged along 
for some distance. In this car were all the 
killed and wounded. It was so badly 
wrecked that it was impossibie to teil 
whether anything was wrong with its run- 
ning gear or not. General Manager St. John 
thinks that the rails were spread by the ex- 
cessive beat. An investigation by the 
officials did not reveal any 
flaws in the running gear or that the switch 
was outoforder. That the switch was all 
rigut is shown by tne fact that the engine 
and baggage car passed over it all right. 
‘When the car left the track it struck a mas- 
ive iron guard to the over the street. 
The bottom was knocked out of the car, the 
beams plowing clear through it, letting the 
two persons who were killed out at the bot- 
tom. The car turned over after passing the. 
— and was dragged along for fully 100 

ards.

The sleeper jumped the switch and dragged 
the dining car with it, these two going 
directly to the next but the chair car 
and day coach did not.

‘SHOT BY A MIDNIGHT MARAUDER. 


A Bargler at Quincy Uses @ Pistol on K. D. 
Smith. 

sie LLL, June 28.—[Special.]—The city 
Was startied early this morning by a most 
dastardly and cowardly crime—the shooting 
at his bedroom door of Mr. E. D. Smith, 
agent here of the Star Union Freight Line. 
Mr. Smith lives on Sixteenth and Hampshire 
streets, the most fashionable part of the city, 
and the house was entered by a burglar 
about 4 o’clock this morning. After ran- 
sacking the lower floor and finding among 
other things a bottle of brandy in the pantry, 
which he drank, the man started up- 
stairs.

After the shooting the man ran out of the 
bouse and north on Sixteenth street. He 
was followed by acouple of neighbors who 
had been aroused by the shot and cries, but 
he managed to elude them.

AN OLD MAN AND A MARRIAGE BROKER. 


The Latter’s Claim Held to Be invalid— 
An Attorney Censvured. 

LANSING, Mich., June 28.—|Special.]—The 
most scathing opinion ever handed down by 
the Supreme Court was rendered in the case 
ot Outcliff vs. June. The case involved a 
claim for service as a matrimonial broker, 
Randy June suing John Outcliff, an aged 
farmer of Manchester, Washtenaw County, 
for assistance rendered in enabling the lat- 
ter to obtain a young wife.

All mail matter for points between, 
Jalesburg and Kansas City has heretofore 
carried by thistrain to Galesburg and. 
there transferred to a local Quincy train, a 
delay of two hours and fifty minutes result- 
ung. To remedy this delay has deen the 
study of the railway mail authorities for a 
longtime. 

The regular Chicago and Kansas City rail-, 
way post-office train leaves this city at 10:30 
p. m. daily, five hours and a haif before the 
fast mail train, and reaches Galesburg about 
4a. m., or three hours before it. This night 
train, by reason of its early departure from 
Chicago, does not carry the Chicago daily

The Start for Kausas City. 


The Hannibal and St. Joe train at Quincy 
was in readiness for the trip west upon the 
arrival of No. 7, and five minutes later 
pulled out of the depot. This train is sched- 
uled to reach Kansas City at 7 o’clock. 

The mail car from Quincy is in charge of 
O. B. Toole, who has been on this run sixteen 
years, his assistant being C. D. Wilhamson, 
who bas seen eleven years’ service. These 
two comprise the mail force. The new serv- 
ice increased their work materia and if, 
as has been the rule, the volume of business 
increases, additions to the force must follow. 

The first stop after crossing the Missis- 

sippi River into Missouri was at Palmyra, 

which was reached at 10:40 a. m. The sec- 
ond was at Monroe City, Mo., mail reaching 
this thrivmg interior metropolis just five 
hours earlier than usual. n, O., 
reached at 12:85, precisely six 
hours earlier, while Chillicothe, Mo., was 
reached one hour and fifteen minutes 
earlier and Cameron, Mo., one hour and 
twenty minutes earlier than by the ola serv- 
ice. At the latter point Tur TRIBUNE was 
transferred for St. Joseph, Mo., Atchison, 
Kas., and Moberly, Booneville, and Sedalia, 
Mo., whivh points are reached respectively at 
6:05 p. m., 7:20 p. m., 1:55 p. m., 4:05 p. m., 
and 5:40 p. m. the day of publication. Some 
of these points were not reached formerly 
until the second day, but all are reached now 
as quickly as by the St. Louis or Kansas City 
papers, and in some instances earlier. The 
run from Cameron to Brookfield, which was 
reached at 1:49 p. m., was made on the old 
schedule time, the fifty minutes having been 
made up. At the latter place the reporter 
had his first meal since leaving Chicago.

A ten minutes’ 
wait was made here for the Hock Island 
train, which runs out of Kansas City on the 
St. Joe track to Cameron, Mo., but, notwitn- 
standing, the train pulled inte Kansas City 
on time. 

The reporter registered at the Coates 
House and was soon approached by an enter- 
prising reporter of a Kansas City paper who 
desired to know if Tascott was being looked 
up, the city being in the throes of excite- 
ment over @ report that the wily Willie had 
been there having his photograph taken a 
few days previously. The reporter entered 
a denial, notwithstanding which the Kansas

4 The Return Trip. 


The return trip was made on the regular 
mail train from nsas City to Galesburg, 
thence to Chi the fast mail train bein 
utilized. This train was in charge of F. H. 
Milter as head clerk, assisted by Messrs. 
Dooley, Bell, Monahan, Smith, Winchell, and 
Goeliday, ail of whom have seen from seven 
to twelve years’ seryice. The feature 
of this run as compared with the outbound is 
the presence of five Cnicago City Post-Office 
men who meet the train at Burlington and 
assort all the city maii for distribution by the 
carriers. Every letter or paper coming from 
the West, with those from connections north 
and south, intended for Chicago, is assigned 
to each sub-station throughout the city with- 
out passing through the general office. The 
sub-station postal-wagons are at the depot 
to receive the mail and they take it direct to 
the sub-stations, whence itis delivered two 
hours earlier than would be possibleif the 
assorting was done at the general office. 

The general sentiment of the peopie west 
of Galesburg is pronounced in favor of hav- 
ing an absolute fast mail service between 
Chicago and Kansas City, which, they argue, 
can be done by attaching an additional car to 
the present fast mail train at Chicago, with 
the addition of another at Galesburg for 
service west of that point. This train, by 
having the richt of way and greater runaing 
speed, could be put into Kansas City at 4 
o’clock v. m., instead of 7 as now. The postal 
authorities believe this train a mere matter 
of time, the necessity for which will be 
er by the present increased fa- 

ties.

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ARACTERISTIC THAT ESPECIALLY 
MARKS AMERICAN AUDIENCES, 


People of the United States More Capable 
in This Respect than Their English 
Cousins—The Relations That the Stages 
of Great Britain and France Bear to 
the Literature of the Respective Coun- 
tries—Items of Interest for Musicians. 


The dramatic writers of London are givert- 
ing themselves during the dull season by 
discussing the topic of actor-managers. The 
subject, which 1s not a new one, was started 
by Mr. Oswald Crawfurd in the Horta 
Review, who ascribed what he pleasantly 
termed the present degradation of the Lon- 
don drama” to four main causes: First, 


mixed audiences; second, the apathetic be- 
havior of the educated portion of audiences; 
third, long runs; fourth, the actor-manager 
system. 

Mr. Crawfurd is cad enough to suggest that 
the gods be banished to the music halls, 
which are to London what our variety mea- 
ters are to America. It would be interesting 
to know now he proposes to discrim- 
inate; or, as we say in this coun- 
try, where he would “draw the Une.“ 
It sometimes happens that there is quite as 
much intelligence in the peanut-cracking 
gallery asin the caramei-chewing parquet, 
and olten more sincerity and more true de- 
votion to art. The humbiest patrons of the 
theater are generally closer to nature than 
are the creatures of fashion, and their en- 
thusiasm, misplaced though it Often be, has 
kindled aiso at genius ana been to it a stim- 
ulant. What did Lord So-and-So say?’ in- 
quired Kean’s wife on the fateful evening of 
the great actor’s life. **‘D—n Lord So-and- 
So, was the reply; the pit rose at me.“ 

_ Mr, Crawfurd is more reasonable when he 
blames the educated members of an audi- 
ence for their apathy, Americans are more 
‘culpable than the English in this respect. 
They applaud but do not condemn: Tue 
American who is lured to a worthless entér- 
tainment contents himself with the refiec- 
tion, 1 hope the papers will score this com- 
pany.” His own duty he négiects as sérenely 
as he shirks his duty in politics. 

But the chief count in Mr. Crawfurd’s in- 
dictment is directed against actor-manavers, 
whom he regards as the bane of the modern 
stage. They are selfish, and seek their per- 
soual giory before ali things. Ine substitute, 
however, which the critic suggests for them 
viz.: a communistic association of actors, will 
be practicable only when the dreams of so- 
cialistic reformers are realized; and that will 
only be, as some one has rightly observed, 
„hen God sees fit to make a communistic 
distribution of brains.“ 

It is not the actor-managers whom Mr. 
Crawfurd should rail against, but the spirit 
of the Anglo-Saxon people who never have 
shown the love for art which is character- 
istic of the Latin nations. There is truth in 
the following contrast between French and 
English theaters which results so unflatter- 
ingly to the latter: 

We have no dearth of good writers, but literature 
ia divorced from the theater in England, because 
a great author will not condescend to write down 
to the order of a monopolist who does not ask for 
his best work. The cause is but too clearly 
seen in its effects. It. would be difficult to 
mention six great Freneh writers of fiction in 
poetry or prose during the present century who 
have not been successful piaywrights as well. 
The theater in France is in truth the greatest 
patron of literature. In England it is no true 
patron of letters at all. Idefy 4 one to name 
six great Engiish writers Who dave even at- 
tempted, under the rigor of the prevailing sys- 
tem, to write for the stage during the last ninety 
years. ... 

I am patriotic enough to believe that we have 
as good actors and actresses—in esse or posse— 
as the French; but can any impartial critic deny 
absolute superiority to French n and 
to the internal organization of French theaters? 
It is wrung painfully from my anti-Gallican 
— 1 to admit that they order this matter 

tter in France.” Can any one, indeed, who 
knows both countries, doubt for a moment on 
which side superiority lies? Have we now, or 
have we ever had, a theater in London that can 
compare for one moment with that eye by 
the great hereditary association of actors that 
has filled the world during over 200 years with 
its fame? The question seeds only to be asked. 
No sane man Cau answer it but in one way. 

The arraignment is a severe one, and just. 
But actor-managers, who, by the way, are 
angels of light compared with the speculator- 
managers of the present time, are not to be 
saddled with the responsibility for this sad 
state of affairs. To change slightiy the mean- 
ing of a line in “ Julius Ceeser’’: 

Tis in ourselves, not in our stars, - 
That We are underiings.

The “Musica! Year Book of the United 
States — Other Musical Matters. 

Te seventh volume of the “Musical Year 
Book of the United States.“ compiled and 
published by Mr. G. H. Wilson of the Bos- 
ton Traveler, has just been issued. It covers 
the musical events of the season of 1889-’90 
in the United States and Canada, and also 
mentions the most important new works 
performed in other countries.

THE LAST SLAVE VOYAGE. 


Shipplag, Stowing, and Feeding a Cargo of 
Slaves. 
During the embarkation I was engaged 
separating those negroes who did not appear 
robust, or who had received some trifling in- 
jury in getting on deck, and sending them 
toan improvised hospital made by bulk- 
heading a space in the rear of the forecastle. 
The others, as they arrived, were stowed 
away by the Spanish mate;so that when all 
were aboard there was just room for each to 
lie upon one side, As no one knew what pro- 
portion the men were, all were herded to- 
getner. The next morning the separation 
took place; the women and girls were all 
sent on deck, and numbered about four hun- 
dred. Then a close bulkhead was built across 
the ship and otner bunks constructed. The | 
women were then sent below, and enough | 
men sent up to enable the carpenter to have 
room to constructadditional bunks. A more 
docile and easily gy * lot of creatures 
cannot be imagined. o violence of any kind 
was necessary; it was sometimes difficult to 
make them understand what was wanted; but 
as soon as they comprehended immediate 
compliance followed. 
The negroes were now sent on deck in 
groups of eight and squatted around a large 
wooden piatter, heaping-full of cooked rice, 
beans, and pork cutinto small cubes. The 
—_ were made by cutting off the head of 
our or other barrels, leaving about four 
inches of the staves. Each negro was given 
a wooden spoon, which all on board had 
amused themselves in making during our 
forty-day trip. Barrel staves were sawed 
into lenghts of eight inches, split into other 
pieces one and a half inches wide, and then 
shaped into a spoon with our pocket-knives. 
It was surprising what good spoons could be 
made in that manner. A piece of rope yarn 
tied to a spoon and hung around the neck 
was the way in which every individual re- 
tained his property. There not being room 
on deck for the entire cargo to feed at one 
time, B gare we were sent between decks, so 
that ate at one hour, three times daily. 
Casks of water were placed in convenient 
places, and an abundant supply furnished 
day and night.—George Howe, H. D., in July 
Scribner.

the older cities contain m 
the utter ignorance and fatuity of the 


so low an ebb, both here and in the older nations, 
that the most trivial facility masqueraded as 
genius, and the critics of the time wasted praises 
on the puniest Pucks and Cupids and the most 
spiritiess bedraped figures which were ever pro- 
duced in feeble and futile imitation of the ia- 
imitable Greeks. In England sculptors have al- 
ways been rare, and there is little indication of 
an improvement at present. It is amusing, there- 
fore, to see how-little it takes to excite the en- 
thusiasm of English critics even today; witness 
the Portfoiio’s recent article on Onslow Ford. A 
generation ago, when Royal Academicians were 
modeling classic Graces and Muses or senti- 
mentalizing in marble over “The Happy 
Mother and Innocence, the critics were even 
mor3 hard-pressed. It is beyond measure enter- 
taining to read the pruises they condescended to 
lavish on one or two American statu- 
aries of that benighted epoch. They were 
accounted remarkable—first, because they 
tried to de artists at a time when 
America brought forth tew specimens of that 
genius; and, second, because they possessed an 
unhappy facility for modeling dolis in clay. The 
Philistines fell over each other in the effort to do 
honor to persons unworthy of artistic honors, 
persons from whom years of labor had brought 
forth nothing but foolishness. 

Many are called in art but few are chosen. It 
is not by his aims but by his achievements that 
an artist can be measured, A man may labor in 
all sincerity all his life to create a statue more 
beautiful than the Venusof Milo, butif he pro- 
duces only a nymph of dullness the world accords 
him nothing for his pains. A sculptor may dream 
dreams and see visions of the glory of a great 
hero and conscientiously endeavor to crystallize 
these imaginings in bronze. But if he fails to 
express them, or if they are not suitable for 
sculpturesque expression, all the good inten- 
tions in the world cannot save his work from 
condemnation, from the dishonor of perpetual 
ridicule, 

A generation ago, when the older cities were 
peopling their parks and squares with statues, 
the poverty of plastic talent in this country at- 
forded some excuse for the failures which were 
erected—for the row of poets in Central Park, for 
example, which nothing could improve except 
dynamite. Today we have no such excuse, If 
the parks of Chicago are disfigured by unworthy 
statues we have no defense except the criminal 
plea of ignorance and bad taste, for American 
sculptors of the present generation are the peers 
of any to be found in the Old World, even in 
France, which is also accomplishing a magnifi- 
cent onward movement in sculpture. In our 
own country we have today an abundance of 
talent for the creation of noble monumental 
works, works which would be an inspiration and 
a delight forever. 

Men like St. Gaudens, French, Warner, Don- 
oghue, Elwell, have been trained in the best 
schools of France. Butthough they have ac- 
quired the French technique, which is the only 
one worth acauiring at present, they have not al- 
. lowed themselves to be overwhelmed by French 
influences. Their art is more American, more 
expressive of our National character than that 
of their compatriots of the brush and palette. 
We find it governed wholly by noble and healthy 
influences. It shows no trace of that cheap sen- 
timentality which is the curse of English art at 
present. It is characterized by none of those 
theatrical affectations, those fits of pompous vio- 
lence, which disfigure much of contemporary 
French sculpture. There is in it nothing of the 
heaviness of German work. We do not find it 
dabbling with the pseudo-classic and the mytho- 
logical motives which were worn out centuries 
ago, allegiance to which was based upon the for- 
lorn assumption that ancient Greece monopo- 
lized all the beauty of the world and ofall time. 
American sculpture is frankly modern, in no 
sense the slave of academic schools. It takes 
the materials which lie around us and develops 
the resources of beauty in ourown life. Mr. St. 
Gaudens, facile princeps in the new movement, 
gives us, as in his Lincoln, a hero in his habit as 
he lived, wich no effort at bedraping him either 
in cloak or toga. Mr. French gives us the bust 
of a young woman in fashionable ball costume 
and makes no apologies for her high coiffure, her 
<aécolleté gown, or the bunch of roses at her 
waist. These details, under the touch of a true 
artist; are proved eminently sculpturesque, and 
we have the high strength and serene beauty of 
American womanhood perpetuated in sculpture. 

So in his Gallaudet group, a model of which 
may be found at the Art Institute, Mr. French 
unfolds his lovely theme of teacher and child 
with the most tender, poetic sympathy, and yet 
without introducing false or meretricious ele- 
ments tomarthe simple, human dignity of his 
subject. This sculptor is quick to seize and por- 
tray the salient points of character; in his mon- 
umental statues of public men, like those of 
Lewis Cass and Starr King, the likeness goes 
deeper than the features and gives us tne soul of 
the man. The vigorous masculine touch of El- 
well is also extremely happy in characteriza- 
tion. His study of the Vice-President 
is a strong work in portraiture, 
and the bust of Mr. Sanborn is a keen, bold ren- 
dering of an incisive, brilliant, intellectual per- 
sonality. Mr. Hartley's bust of that clever 
comedian, Felix Morris, in one of his favorite 
creations is almost as dramatic as Mr. Morris 
himself. His colored bust of a child is a deln 
cate piece of work, though not so poetic in its 
comprehension of childhood as that flowery face 
by Mr. Martiny which looks up between long, 
heavy curls. 

John Donoghue, the young sculptor whose tal- 
ent was first recognized in Chicago, where he 
passed his youth, this year exhibits his famous 
nude Sophocles” at the Royal Academy. Mr. 
Claude Phillips, the critic of the London Acade- 
my, thus praises it: 

A young American sculptor, Mr. John Don- 
oghue— who is better known as yet in Paris and 
Rome than in London—makes an important first 
appearance with “ ThejYoung Sophocles Leading 
the Chorus of Victory After the Battle of Sala- 
mis.“ It may, perhaps, be objected that this is 
not the boy Sophocies leading a choric song of 
thanksgiving, but rather a comelier Tyrtœus 
chanting a flerce war song as he urges his Spar- 
tans on to the attack, However this may be, 
the artist displays a genuine power of assim! 
lating Greek forms and the Greek spirit, while 
infusing into them a vitality and a personal 
quality belonging to nimeelt. 


* 
Another American artist once resident in 
Chicago to be honored in London this year is 
George Hitchcock, the painter, whose “Tuiip 
Garden” is at the Royal Academy and who is 
exhibiting a collection of pastels at Dun- 
thorne’s. Of these thus speaks the critic of tne 
Spectator: 
It is pleasant, after so much blame of what is

Mr. Hitcncock 
is an American who was trained in Paris and has 
since worked in Holland. Those who love Millet 
and Mauve will recognize something of the hand 
of those masters in Mr. Hitchcock’s work, but 
that is only its starting point. The moment one 
enters the gallery, one’s heart leaps to the ex- 
clamation “color!” There it is, a blood-red sky 
burning out over smoking reeds and dim figures 
of women; sunlight ana haze ovér fields of tulips 
and crocuses; lilac sky, yellow moon, and faint, 
cold, green sea; Night Rack,” green and pur 
ple, and so on—every one of the thirty-eight 
striking a clear, beautiful, novel chord of color.

One does not need to look far for the cause 
ot a quiet week im the i market. 
There is an intimate relation between the 
record of real-estate sales and the record of 
the thermometer, the connection being mani- 
fest in an inve ratio. The compiaint of 
brokers that o 


has 
apparently begun should be welcomed 
rather than deplored. It is a dullness that 
has in it no element of weakness. Prices are 
firm at the top notch that they have reached. 
Conservative men of experience say there 
could be nothing better for the future of the 
market than two months of guietness which 
developed no receding of values. The last 
three months have seen remarkable advances 
in values. Whatever may be the weight of 
the reasons for this increase, the memory of 
the rapid rate of advance is stili*~ so 
fresh that it can but leave a sus- 
picion of its stability. Values that 
were one thing yesterday ana twice that 
today may have as solid a foundation as they 
would if they had advanced but 5 per cent a 
year, but buyers remember that wh at gues up 
quickly may come down at a like speea. 
Under such rapid advances a safe and stable 
feeling is not easy to bring about. If a tirm 
though quiet market is maintained through 
the summer months it will give investors an 
opportunity to grow used to tke present 
range of prices. Prices will not be tne sud- 
den resolution of the owner made the 
day before to mark up values; the 
will bear the stamp of a few months’ consid- 
eration. After the summer’s rest which 
seems sure to come the foundation for an- 
other period ot activity will be settled and 
firm, and tne results likely will be far more 
satusfactory than they would if an attempt 
was made to force the market to a continued 
activity which general conditions do not war- 


rant. 

There is no more important elementin the 
real-estate situation than the new ratio of 
assessments that has been made by the 
South Town Assessor. The schedule 
of assessments develoos some as- 
tonishing changes. The cases are 
frequent indeed where the assessment this 
year is twice wha. it was last year. There 
are cases where the assessment this year is 
placed at three times the amount that taxes 
were paid on last year, and. there is an occa- 
sional case Where the increase reaches 400 
per cent. It is estimated that the increase 
in the South Division north of Twelfth street 
is over $10,000,000. Noone likely would deny 
that tne value of perty within chat limit 
has as a Matter of fact increased more than 
$10,000,000. Whether or not the increase in 
the assessment is a wise measure is an eco- 
nomie question that need not be raised in a 
real-estate article. The actual in- 
creases in the assessment, however, 
are tangible enough facts, and whether 
they are richt or wrong their influence 
on property values is bound to be great. 
Values have been fixed on some business 
property vased on the utilization of the prop- 
erty for ee of ten to eignteen stories. 
The prices that have been paid were high, 
but they were thought to have been war- 
ranted by the ible income from the 

roperty improved with such high buildings. 

tis fair to suppose that two pieces of prop- 
erty equally well situated are equally valua- 
bie. Assessments have been made based on 
the sales where high builaings are to be 
erected.

The assess- 
ments on acresin some sections have been 
made on a basis of recentsales, and the taxes 
will prove aheavy load to the speculative 
purchaser. 

, Lattle was heard during the week of fur- 
ther extra t advances in acre values. 
In the South Side acres, where most of the 
activity has been, it has become evident that 
prices in many localities have reached a point 
quite beyond intrinsic vaiue. The prices in 
many cases are based on the chance of find- 
ing another purchaser who is a bigger fool 
than the ene who pays the present price. 
With the activity of the next two years in 
mind the ehance of finding peopie who will 
pay still higher prices for these acres is fairly 

. While the man who buys property at 
A price which he well knows is greater than 
its intrinsic value and then sets out on a 
search for a bigger fool than he is mav be 
successful, his position if he faiis is a decid- 
edly unpleasant one, for he not only has to 


admit that he is himself the biggest fool that 


can be found but he must pay well for hav- 
ing demonstrated it. So long as buyers will 
keep intrinsic values in mind there is noth- 
ing surer than investments in Chicago real 
estate. When intrinsic values are left out of 
the question gambling in real estate becomes 
as uncertain as any other game of chance.

Developments in the Calumet Region. 


The most important acre operations of the 
week ‘were in the Calumet region. Pur- 
chases of several hundred acres have been 
made there by the Washburn-Moen com- 

any. One tract of sighty acres in Sec. 13, 
57, 14 was bought Adolph Loeb & Bro. at 
82,000 an acre. The land is near the Calumet 
Iron and Steel Companv's Works, between 
One Hundred and Tenth ana One Hundred 
and Fourteenth streets, Torrence avenue, 
and the Nickel Plate raiiroad.

A former citizen of Elgin has nearly a whole 
page in the American Encyclopedia. 

Every child of this city knows something about 
Gail Borden. Napoleon was the greatest war 
rior, Washington was the most upright states- 
man, Lincoln was the great emancipator, but 
Gail Borden was the biggest man. It was Gail 
Borden who started the milk-condensing busi- 
ness in this country. It was Gail Borden who 
made the pemmican which Dr. Kane carried 
into the Arctic regions. It was Gail Borden 
who made the meat-biscuit. He was the Presi- 
dent of the New York Condensea Milk company, 
headquarters at Brewster Station, N. Y., and 
Eigin, III. 

He is dend. But the estate which he left has 
enriched fifty families There are fifty fortunes 
turning the wheels of various industries which 
never might have turned but for Gail Borden. 

He had two sons. One went into the Confeder- 
ate army. The old man never forgave him for 
this, although ne remembered him in his will.

There are not many of the old citizens who do 
not even yet turn to the stock quotations the 
first thing. 


Folks Past and Present. 

Mrs. Nancy Kimball, one of the first settlers of 
Elgin, died not many months ago at the age of 
100 years. 

The biggest taxpayer of the town is a lady— 
Mrs. J. A. Carpenter. 

Matthew W. Dubois is now in Texas. He used 
to be in the dry-goods business here, and here 
laid the foundauon of his fortune, which is now 
reckoned a million, 

David F. Barclay, who is President of the 
Board of Trade, is a leading citizen. That much 
abused term applies to him in its original purity. 
He helps the town in every movement where it 
is necessary. 

This is the home of George P. Lord He is 
the President of the street railway company that 
soon will run its cars by electricity. 

This section has furnished a United States 
Senator. The Hou. E. K. Kane was in the Up- 
per House from 1825 to 1835. He died in office.
